unſhackle themſelves from thoſe vague ſyſtems that have been 
handed down to them by their predeceſſors, whatever might 
have been their humanity. _ The profeſſors of Farriery have, 
undoubtedif, done all for the invalidated avimals, whom i It was 
their duty as well as profeſſion to cure, that was accompliſhed 
by their forefathers, and the. only blame that is to be laid to 
their charge, is, that they have not had enquiry enough to

endeavour to diſcover the origin of diſorders incident to horſes, 
and the. conſequent means to afford them relief. Had they 
compared the feeling, ſtrength and conſtitution of a horſe, 
with that of a human being, the inveſtigation would have. 
reflected on them the higheſt credit, and, undoubtedly led to. 
diſcoveries which would, in the end, have immortalized their 
fame, doctrine, and humanity, and been of ſuch national 
advantage, that all ranks of perſons, from the prince to the 


peaſant, would have, agreeable to their power, adopted their 


meaſures, and recogniſed their being founded on reaſon, . 
dictated by true judgment, and having for their grand principle 
and only object, the future good: of their country, through.

Tux Author of the following pages is happy in, after a 
period of forty years, having performed what he is confident 
might have been accompliſhed many years paſt ; but as the

Tus chief reaſon of his publiſhing this work was to alleviate 

the ſufferings of a ſet of the moſt uſeful animals in exiſtence, bỹ 
recommending a mode of practice which will, as is exemplified 

in a variety of caſes, not ſubject them to thoſe excruciating 
operations which they are now too frequently obliged to 
undergo ; and, in the ſecond” place to endeavour if poſſible 
to make thoſe Who have the care of horſes, competent 
| judges of the generality of diſorders incident to them, from 
their attendant ſymptoms ; by which knowledge alone they will 
be able to preſcribe ſuch remedies as cannot fail to accelerate the 
much to be deſired cure. Were the preſent ſtable-keepers and 
farriers acquainted with an infallible remedy for moſt of the 
diſorders with which theſe animals are liable to be 'afflited--- 
what benefit would ſuch an information avail them, if they had 
not, through an indefatigable application, acquainted themſelves 
in what manner the ſymptoms of every diſeaſe begins to originate, 
and to proclaim the invalidated ſtate of the beaſt. _ punt 


_- Uns&11Fur practitioners, for want of having attained this 
admirable knowledge, have frequently ſacrificed many valuable 
animals; and ſo it is, indeed, with. reſpe&t to the human ſpe- 
cies; the life. of the patient ever depending upon the {kilful- 
neſs of the doctor; and when the latter has unfortunately 
miſtaken the diſorder, ten to one, but after ſubjecting the

perſon Wale his care to a T inconveniences, his error 
becomes fatal, and the pavionfs miſeries terminate with his 


exiſtence. 


Tuts truth is not introduced as a ſatirical rem k upon the 
profeſſional ability of the faculty, who, to the author's own 
| knowledge, are many of them men of rare talents, ſound judg- 
ment, and have, by their medicinal reſearches, diſcovered ſuch 
valuable articles, as muſt for centuries to come prove an ineſti- 
mable bleſſing to the afflicted part of mankind. No! the 
intention of the Author is, on the contrary, to point out thoſe 
miſchiefs which error and ignorance bring on a civil ſociety, 
and to ſhew that there is no pretender more culpable than he 
who pretends to be a maſter of medicine. To ſport with the 
lives of animals is a ſimilar offence to ſporting with the lives 
of our fellow creatures, and both the one and the other call 
loudly for the interference of the Legiſlature to put an end to 
the exiſtence of ſuch evils in future. 


Tukkz is no diforder in the following leaves which the 
Author has not frequently had in hand; and in the 
courſe of ſo long an uninterrupted practice as the period 
he has above ſtated, many caſes have occurred worthy the 
ſtudy and purſuit of the young practitioner. He has ' pub-

cruel torments which horſes, for want of a timely and proper 


application, frequently ſuffer ; and the advantages which muſt 
accrue to the dealers in thoſe animals, by taking the ſeveral 


diſeaſes with which they are liable to be afflicted in their 


infancy, and adopting the moſt cheap, eaſy, and rational mode 
of cure. 


Tux laſt of my family who had the honour to be Farrier to 


the Sovereign, was Mr. ANDREW SNAPE, Junior, who ſerved 


King Charles the Second in that capacity, and publiſhed a 
book, entitled, The Anatomy of a Horſe; to which he annexed 
two Introductory Diſcourſes, the one on the Generation of 
Animals, and the other on the Motion of the Baa and 
the Circulation of the Blood. 


In publiſhing this work he avows in a Deditation, addreſſed 


to the King, he was actuated by a deſire to inſtruct Farriers 
in the frame, ſituation, and uſe of a horſe, in order that the 


generous animal who affords his Majeſty's ſubjects ſo much 
ſervice, both in peace and war, might be relieved from thoſe 
variety of infirmities with which he is liable to be afflicted. 
Whether, in tracing out the origin of the ſeveral diſorders to 
which this valuable beaſt is ſubject, n the ſymptoms by

which they are reſpectively known, and applying the proper 
medicines to expedite their cure. I have been guided by the 
fame humane and liberal principles which evidently marked the 
conduct and character of my predeceſſor, 1 leave to the deter- 
mination of thoſe into whoſe hands the enſuing work may fall, 
not doubting, but they will paſs a proper deciſion on the pur- 
poſes this publication is intended to anſwer. 


Ix that part of my predeceſſor's preface, where he compares 
the profeſſion of a Farrier to that of a Phyſician, he gives the 
following reaſon, why the former ſhould in general be more 
ſkilful than the latter, in diſcovering the ſeat of the diſorder, 
a dumb creature not being inveſted with the gift of ſpeech. 
This is fo juſt and appoſite a truth, that I am convinced it 
requires more profeſſional knowledge to diſcover his ailment, 
than that of a human being, who, by informing the faculty 
what ſymptoms attends his illneſs, enables them to give a ſhrewd 
oueſs at the nature of his afMicion,/ and conſequently to apply 


the neceſſary operations for his recovery. 


Tux Author of the work of which 1 am now treating, 
properly conceived, that as dead bodies were not always to be 
obtained for pupils to practice on, a ſet of cuts, ſhewing the 
different internal parts of the animal, would be of infinite

ſervice to the young practitioner: That I am of his opinion ä 
is obvious, from republiſhing his work with thoſe very identical 

and valuable collection of cuts, which he publiſhed in his 

Anatomy of a Horſe, in order that Farriers may the more 
readily find the ſeat of the diſorder of the animal, to which | 
diſcovery, I truſt, I e not a little contributed, by publiſhing in. 
my following pages, thoſe ſymptoms which announce. its ſeveral. 


afflictions. 


WEN I firſt ſet about writing this work, it was with 
a fixed determination, not only for the ſake of my own 
character, but likewiſe for the alleviation of the diſeaſes which 
attend ſo noble, ſenſible, and ſagacious an animal as the 
horſe, to render it worthy the attention of the Farriers of 
Great-Britain, and if the ſyſtem of humanity it is intended to 
inculcate, tends to their profeſſional improvement, I am ſo - 
much of a philanthropiſt as to think that alone an de 


compenſation for my labour. 
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CONVULSIONS. 


HE ſymptoms are a contraction of the muſcles; a ſtagnation of the 
blood between the hide, and the cellular membrane, (which latter 

cauſe originates in the capillary veſlels), the Jaws locked, in raifing of the 
horſe's head ; the muſcles of the eyes drawn backwards ; an apparent redneſs 
of the eyes; a præternatural erection of the ears; the head, neck, and body 
ſeeming to form one ſingle part; the legs unuſually extended; a total abſence 
of the muſcular motion; the noſtrils uncommonly enlarged ; a quick reſpira- 
tion; an induration of the abdominal muſcles ; and a contraction of thoſe of 
the back and tail. If the diſeaſe ſhould prove inflammatory, it may be ne- 
ceflary to open a vein once; or, ſhould alarming circumſtances require it, 
twice, during the courſe of twenty-four hours. It is in this place neceſſary to 
remark, that more than two, three, or four pounds of blood, muſt not, at any 
ſingle period, be taken from the patient, leſt a weakneſs ſhould follow more 
rapidly than the decreaſe of the diſtemper. It is alſo proper, once in the ſpace of 
twenty-four hours, to rub the glands, and muſcles of the neck, and back, with 
two ounces of mercurial ointment. At the expiration of every twelve hours, 
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a draught muſt be taken, and it will be neceflary to prepare a clyſter ; ; the 


draught muſt be mixed up with one drachm of fever powder, two drachins f 
liquid laudanum, two drachms of camphire, and two drachms of hartſhorn, 
which muſt be adminiſtered every night and morning, in a pint either of barley 
water, or water gruel. The beſt vehicle is a long-necked quart bottle, which, it 
it be not poſſible to. introduce at the mouth, muſt be applied to the noſtrils. 
The elyſter, to be repeated alſo every night and morning, muſt conſiſt of 
weak broth, to which add one handful of ſalt, and half an ounce of laudanum. 
A ſufficient quantity of water gruel, rendered thin in the preparation, ſhould- 
always remain before the patient, either in a trough or manger, breaſt-high ; 
and ſo ſecurely ſituated that he may help himſelf at pleaſure, without increafin} 
his pain by ſtooping, an action which he will be-careful. to avoid. A fri 
adherence to theſe preſcriptions may preſerve the lives of many valuable 
horſes. Reſpectiug the general treatment of this diſorder by numbers of prac- 
titioners, I muſt obſerve that, previous to the contraction of the jaw, it is 
cuſtomary to adminiſter a double doſe of phyſic. If the patient be capable of 
drinking, and the purge operates, he receives benefit; yet I recollect inſtances 
where the diforder hath been rendered more dangerous, after the adminiſtra-- 
tion of three ſtrong purgatives; and where the jaw became locked, the whole 
frame contracted, and the powers of nature ſo much enfeebled as to betray: 
iymptoms of approaching death. At this alarming criſis, we ſhould forbid all 
bleeding; and adminiſter twice, during the courſe of twenty-four hours, a. 
doſe compoſed of one drachm of the fever-powder, in a pint of decoction of 
bark, together with one ounce of treacle water, one ounce of hartſhorn, two: 
ounces of honey, and two drachms of camphire, diflolved in a gill of fallad oil. 
A clyſter muſt alſo be given, prepared according to the form already men- 
tioned, By a proceſs of this nature, I have been ſo fortunate as to recover a 
multitude of afflicted horſes. Not to tire the reader with an enumeration of 
caſes, be it ſufficient to remark, that I cured” a horſe belonging to a Mr.. 
Dymocks, of Oxford road, and valued” at four hundred guineas; another, the 
property of Mr. Wright, at the Slaughter-houſe, in Goſwell-ſtreet, near Old- 
ſtreet- road; and a third, belonging to Mr. Tanner, in Groſvenor Mews. 
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HIS diſorder is divided into two kinds; the lethargic, or ſleepy ſtaggers ; 
and the raving, or mad ſtaggers. The ſymptoms of the former will 

be particulariſed hereafter, Thoſe of the latter are a virulent inflammation, 
and contraction of the nerves of the brain, occaſioned by too great an impetu- 
oſity of the blood, which is driven violently to the aſcending arteries, and, if 
not repelled, muſt ſo fatally irritate the ſeat of ſenſation, as to introduce a 


mortification. 


THz mode of cure is to take four pounds of blood from each fide of 
the neck, in the ſpace of fix hours; and four pounds from the veins of 
each thigh. It will be neceffary to adminiſter, with all convenient ſpeed, a 
draught, conſiſting of two drachms of fever powder, four drachms of camphire, 
diſſolved in a pill of ſallad oil, and eight drachms of liquid laudanum, the whole 
of which ingredients muſt be infuſed in a pint of barley water, or of water 
gruel. Two ounces of the clyſter powder muſt likewiſe be given to the pa- 
tient in a quart of warm water; and it is abſolutely requiſite to adminiſter 
this, and the preceding draught, at the expiration of every fix hours, until the 
body is compoſed to reſt. Unleſs the horſe ſhould be caſt down, having his 
legs properly confined, or tied up to a ſwivel, in a large place, where his 
violent agitations may continue unmoleſted, it will be extremely ſerviceable to 
put on his head what I ſhall term a mad cap, in order that he may be pre- 
vented either from increaſing the malignancy of his diſtemper by caſual blows, 
and bruiſes on the part moſt ſenſibly affected, or from actually beating out 
his eyes and brains. This cap muſt be ſufficiently capacious, and yet fit pro- 
perly ; it is formed of wool, and thickly quilted, which laft circumſtance not 
only wards off the conſequences of any violent concuſſions, but occaſions a 
perſpiration that may probably relieve the head, and much abate the raging of 
the fever. The patient muſt be made to drink, at the cloſe of every fifteen 
minutes, a quart bottle of water gruel, until he is lulled to reſt. It will then 
be neceflary, under this favourable appearance of mitigated ſymptoms, that 


he ſhould be covered carefully with raw, and remain intirely undiſturbed. 
B 2 When 
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When he awakes, adminiſter (twice in the courſe of twenty-four hours) a 
pint of the decoction of bark, mixed with four ounces of honey, aud two 


ounces of diffolved fever balls. His drink muſt be plentiful, and conſiſt either 
of water gruel, or for variety, of white bran water, adminiſtered milk warm. 
For food, let him have bran maſhes, and a little hay. When two or three 
days have elapſed, apply the draught, once in the ſpace of twenty-four hours, 
und continue it until the ſigns of a recovery render it unneceflary. As he 


gathers ſtrength, give him flow and gentle exerciſe; and prudently increaſo 
that exerciſe with his increaſing vigour, ws 


THE LzTHARGIC, oR SLEEPY STAGGERS. 


Is malady is occaſioned by a lentor, or heavineſs in the blood, which 
introduces a ſtagnation throughout the whole frame, and an inſenſibility 
of the nervous ſyſtem, that if not ſpeedily removed, muſt terminate in death. 


On this occaſion, when the motion of the ſyſtole, aud the diaſtole, and the 
pulſation of the arteries are decreaſed, 1t will be difficult to draw blood. 


—_ 


Tux proper mode of cure is to rouſe the circulation, and throw the blood 
into a ſtate of fermentation. Hence reſults that ſalutary increaſe of motion 
which is followed by a recovery. Adminiſter to the patient a doſe, conſiſting 
of two drachms of pulveriſed Barbadoes aloes, two ounces of treacle water, one 
ounce of hartſhorn, one ounce of rectified oil of amber, two drachms of milli- 
pedes, and one ounce of caſtile ſoap ; all theſe ingredients muſt be diffolved in 


a pint of mint and balm tea. Let his drink be a quart of thin gruel, given 


every half hour, and repeat the doſe at the expiration either of each ſixth or 
eighth hour; at the ſame time, apply the common clyſter in a quart of warm 
water, and renew it regularly until an evacuation ſhall have taken place, from 
which laſt incident it may be decided that the patient hath eſcaped from dan- 
ger. When he appears inclined to take nouriſhment of his own accord, place 
before him a ſufficient quantity of gruel, and bran maſhes, and a recovery 


will enſue,

berries, and four pal KR of turtnerie.. The. Joſe wut i aditiioifared blood- 
warm. As ſoon as the patient acquires a gentle degree of heat, open a vein, 
and take away four pounds of blood. If it appear livid, and much condenſed, 
bleed again in twenty-four; hours; and, having prepared a draught, con- 
ſiſting of one pint of freſh urine, two ounces of hartſhorn; one ounce of cream 
of tartar, one ounce of bruiſed juniper berries, and two drachms of emetic 
tartar 3 adminiſter it blood-warm, and repeat it once in the courſe of twenty- 
four hours, until the patient ſhall be * recovered.

Tus D R O P . - 


HIS diſeaſe generally originates from an impoveriſhed ſtate of the blood, 
cauſed either by exceſſive labour, improper food, or miſmanagement in 
reſpect to keeping. It alſo frequently proceeds from too ſudden a tranſition 
from heat to cold, and from violent coughs, which too exceflively attenuate 
the blood, and deſtroy the glutinous, and balſamic particles, by which the 
ſerum becomes the moſt prevalent. An attention to the diet of the patient 
is one great ſtep towards the completion of a cure, and particularly if the 
malady derives it's ſource from vitiated, and precarious food, or from too 
violent exertion. His nouriſhment ſhould be ſweet bran, or white peas, and, 
for a change, oats, and peas. To this preſcription muſt be added the ne- 
ceſſity of gentle exerciſe. For a medicine, prepare one pound of pulveriſed 
liver antimony, four ounces of gum guiacum, four ounces of ſarſaparilla in 
powder, four ounces of pulveriſed bark, two ounces of powdered anniſeed, 
eight ounces of linſeed, meal, and fene-greek powder ; and mixing every in- 
gredient together, adminiſter to the patient, every. night and morning, a 
ſpoonful of this recipe, in his bran and peas, which will quickly Perfect his 


recove ry. 


Ir the diſorder proceeds either from a violent cold, or ſurfeit, prepare 
four ounces of ſulphur, four ounces of e guiacum, four ounces of flour of 
muſtard 
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muſtard, four ounces of 'crocus metallorum, four ounces of æthiops mineral, 
eight ounces of ſarſaparilla, and eight ounces of bark; mix all the articles 


together, ſo that they may form, with tnolaſſes, a bolus, of the ſize of a 


pullet's egg, which muſt be adminiſtered: to him every morning, before he 
breaks his faſt. Let it be remarked, that, during the courſe of medicines, 
the chill mutt be taken from the water which he drinks, and he ſhould uſe 
ſome ſlow, and gentle exerciſe. An attention to theſe particulars will Joſey 
promote.the re-eſtabliſhment of his health. | | 


FEVER BAL L. When to be adminiſtered. 


T may be neceffary to premiſe that the febrific ſymptoms are exceſſive 
heat, and drought within the mouth; a præternatural extenſion of the 
noſtrils,; an inflammation of the eyes; a violent heaving of the body ; a loſs 


of appetite; an .extremely cold ſenſation in the ears, and legs ; 3 profuſe, 1 in- 


termittiug ſweats; and a total laſſitude extending over the whole frame. 
When, after an opening in the neck vein, the patient ſhall have loſt about 


three pints of blood, it will be neceſſary to diſſolve either four or five ounces 


of the ball, regulating the quantity according to his malady, and his conſtitu- 
tion, in a pint and a half, of a decoction of mint and balm tea, adding to 
the preparation, one gill of ſweet oil, and taking care not to adminiſter it, 


until almoſt cold. If a coſtiveneſs ſhould exiſt, and call for inſtant relief, 


prepare three or four ounces of the clyſter powder, which will be hereafter 
mentioned; and having added to it a quart of water, moderately hot, apply 


the whole, milk warm. When the patient has taken the drink, and clyſter, 


let him be cloathed agreeable to the temperature of the weather, and turned 
looſe into either a ſtable, or a wide ſtall. Here, enjoying the advantage of 
good litter, he muſt be kept faſting during the ſpace of two hours. From that 
period, let a pail of thin gruel be placed conſtantly before him; and offer 


him a maſh of bran, when it appears that his appetite will take it; but, as 


care. muſt be taken not to pall his ſtomach, this maſh muſt be removed from 


the manger, the moment he diſcoyers an averſion to feed. In proportion to

il ncreaſe of dangerous ſymptoms, repeat the drink and clyſter, either every 
twelve hours, or once in the courſe of the day. Should the patient continue 
coſtive,. or his dung appear mited with ſlimy particles, the clyſter muſt be 
more frequently repeated. A redneſs, and inflammation of the eyes will 
ſuggeſt the propriety of openiug the neck vein, in order to draw off the viſcid 
blood. On this ocaſion, extreme caution muſt be uſed, leſt the patient 

ſhould decline into a ſtate of weakneſs, from the loſs of too great a quantity 

of blood, which muſt on no conſideration exceed three pints. We would 

rather preſcribe a repetition of the operation; and muſt remark, that although 
a quart of blood may be frequently taken away, yet, in ſome caſes, the loſs of 
more than a pint, may introduce a langour, and dejection, which muſt render 
the adminiſtration of reſtoratives ineffectual. If, ſubſequent to the taking of 
a ſecond or third doſe, the horſe ſhould be found debilitated in ſpirits, add one 
or two gills of treacle water, or an ounce of Venice treacle. The doſe muſt 
be proportioned to his feeble ſtate, and will be beſt divided into two equal 
parts, of which the firſt may be adminiſtered: immediately, and the other at 
the expiration. of two hours. Should the langour ſtill continue, aud his ap- 
petite return but ſlowly, it will be neceſſary that the patient ſhould take two 
ounces of the cordial ball, with one ounce of the fever ball, diflolved in a 
drink, as before preſcribed. During the diſappearance of the febrific 
ſymptoms, it will be neceſſary to adminiſter, for the purpoſe of ſtrengthening” 
the ſtomach of the patient, two or three ounces of the cordial ball, difloJved-: 
either in white wine, or in mild ale. IT, at this period, the temperature of 
the weather ſhould prove favourable, it will be prudent to embrace a con- 
venient opportunity of habituating the horſe to moderate, and gentle exerciſe. 
Such is the uſual proceſs during an attempt to cure a common fever, of which 
the favourable criſis is apparent from the re-appearing ſpirits of the horſe, the 
return of appetite, the briſk, erect, and lively carriage of his head, and the 
increaſed vivacity in his eyes. To theſe good ſymptoms may be added à dif- 
poſition to receive refreſhing ſleep, and an evident compoſed ſenſation through- 


out his whole frame. It is eſſentially neceſſary to remark, that to adminiſter, 
during the ſymptoms of a fever, high cordials, or indeed, any of the tribe of 


aromatics, is an extremely pernicious practice, that conſtantly increaſes the 
violence of the diſorder, and too frequently occaſions it to terminate in death.

CORDIAL BALL. When to be adminiſtered. 

E adminiſtration of this medicine is very proper after a horſe has been 
too ſeverely; ridden, or over- fatigued by hunting; nor will it prove 
leſs ſalutary, ſhould he have received ſome injury, either by remaining too 
long in a cold ditch, filled with water; ftanding, during a conſiderable time, 
in the air, at a ſevere ſeaſon, and amidſt heavy rains; or continuing it damp 
and unwholeſome ſtables ; all of ant circumſtances chill the limbs, and 
ſtagnate the Diode. | 


% 


To adminiſter three or four ounces of the ball, in a pint and a half of warm 
ale, (or to apply the ball only, in a ſize proportioned to that of a pullet's egg,) 
every morning, 1s, in moſt caſes, an efficacious method of ſpeedily recovering 
the patient, where it is merely neceſſary to bring back the loſt appetite, and to 
accelerate the circulation of the fluids, and juices ; but we muſt again remark, 
in earneſt terms, that no proceſs can be more dangerous than the adminiſtra- 
tion of the cordial ball, during the prevalence of the ſymptoms of a fever. 


SURFEIT BA L L. When to be adminiſtered. 


'T is extremely efficacious for the purpoſe of increaſing and preſerving the 
good condition of a horſe, or of rendering his coat ſleek and beautiful. 


Dunixe a cough, which is not attended with a very violent cold, the cure, 
will, probably, be eſtabliſhed by an adminiſtration, every morning, of either 
two balls, or three or four ounces, diſſolved i in warm ale. 


CHOLIC 
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HE este of the cholic vary according to the violence of the 
attack. During the extreme agony which it occaſions, the horſe caſts 
himfelf on the ground; rolls and tumbles about with much violence; ſtrikes 
his body againſt the ſtalls; ſtarts up ſuddenly, and with great emotion; looks 
in agony at his flanks, which are conſiderably ſwelled ; attempts to paſs his 
dung aud urine; and feels his bowels exceſſively tortured and inflated with 
the wind. 


It will firſt be neceflary to open the neck-vein, and take away about three 
pints of blood. Six ounces of the cholic-ball, diffolved in a pint and a half of 
freſh urine, muſt next be adminiſtered. Should the patient prove coſtive, a 
clyſter muſt be given, purſuant to the directions in fevers, It very rarely 
happens but one doſe is ſufficient to effect a cure: yet in extraordinary 
caſes, the drink and clyſter muſt be repeated at the expiration of a ſe- 
cond or third hour. Too much cenſure cannot be advanced againſt the per- 
nicious cuſtom of hurrying the patient during the courſe of this diſtemper; 
yet we truſt it 1s ſufficient to remark, that ſo baneful an imprudence not only 
gives riſe to a fever, but augments the agony that attends it. Although I am 
far from objecting to the practice of ſuffering the patient to walk a little, after 
the adminiſtration of the drink and clyſter, in order to promote the operation 
of the medicine, yet I muſt publiſh my opinion, that in a wide and warm 
ſtable, or in a well-littered barn, the afflicted animal will, moſt probably, 
eſcape, with life, from his--diforder. Under the duration of the cholic, a 
contraction and mflammation of the muſcles, the neck, and the bladder 
may, poſſibly, enſue from the violent heat, and unnatural detention of 
urine. At this alarming period, when many horſes have periſhed for 
want of relief, it will be proper, ſubſequent to the adminiſtration of the 
drink and clyſter, and whilſt the apparent agonies of the horſe afford reaſon - 
to ſuſpect a ſtill-continued retention of urine, to direct ſome intelligent perſon 
previouſly. to anoint his hand with hog's-lard and oil of butter, and to 
convey it, with ſuch care and dexterity, as may ſecure the patient from all 
injury, into the rectum, or What's is vulgarly called, the arſe-gut. In the 

C pelvis, 
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pelvis, or baſon, he will feel the bladder, which, if full of urine, will be 
eaſily perceptible from its ſize. He muſt preſs, and roll it delicately with the 
hand, thus provoking the patient to a motion for ſtaling, which will be evi- 
dent from the uſual extenſion of the hind-legs. It will now be requiſite to 
preſs gently with the hand upon the bladder, aſſiſting nature to forward the 
evacuation. Such a method will prove the means of facilitating the diſcharge 
of even a conſiderable quantity of urine. 3

REMARKS ox PURGATIVES. 


- 


HE doſe muſt be proportioned to the conſtitution, ſtrength, ſize, and 


gage of the horſe. If he be young, and rather feeble, ſuffice it to 
adminiſter the quantity of a nutmeg, to be taken from the doſe, which may 


be increaſed as occaſion ſhall ſerve, at another time. During the operation of 
purgatives, it is ſafeſt to give the patient warm water. If they work with 


violence, he muſt either be reſtrained from all exerciſe, or indulged with what 


is very moderate. To ride him until he ſweats, or to throw him into the 


leaſt hurry, muſt prove pernicious. During inclement weather, and where - 
no convenient place is at hand, for the purpoſe of giving him the neceſſary 


exerciſe, we recommend that he be turned looſe into a well-littered ſtable, in 


which he will indulge himſelf in neceſſary motion. Here alſo he muſt have 


warm water adminiſtered agreeable to the violence of the diſorder, if mode · 


rately, every two hours ; 3 but if more violent, once. in fix will be ſufficient. | 
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Perhaps, the purge may be repeated at the expiration of five or ſix days; but 
this procedure muſt be nicely regulated by the appearance of the gradual return 
of vigour to the patient, to whom an haſty repetition of the purge would 
prove exceſſively. pernicious. I muſt in this place remark, that the uſual 
method is to adminiſter it thrice at proper intervals. When a doſe of phyſic 
ſhall have been obſerved to work too violently, it will be proper, leſt any To 
conſequences ſhould enſue, to adminiſter the following drink ; 


Tunkk pints of ſoft river water, three ounces of iſinglaſs, broken into 
ſmall pieces, two ounces of gum arabic, and three ſheets of good writing 
paper, cut into pieces of an inch ſquare. 


WHEN all theſe ſhall have 3 boiled gently, until one pint be waſted, 
let them receive the addition of one quart of new milk thickened with bean 
flour. The whole muſt be again boiled up, until it ſhall have acquired the 
confiſtence of flummery. Add one ounce of bole armoniac ; and if the caſe 
require, one ounce of fever ball. This compoſition will heal the coats of the 
ſtomach, and in conſequence of its glutinous and ſanative qualities, recover 
the mucus of the bowels, which is ſwept away by the too violent operations 
of the phyſic. The doſe muſt be adminiſtered with a horn, blood warm, 
either once or twice a day, as occaſion may require. If, when the patient re- 
gains the tone of his ſtomach, and the purging ceaſes, any flight febrific 
ſymptoms appear, adminiſter two ounces of the fever-ball. As theſe ſymp- 
toms decreaſe, the fever ſubſides, and the horſe becomes leſs indiſpoſed, 
adminiſter the cordial ball alone, | 


Diſcaſes and Obſtructions in the Kidneys, the Urethra, and the 
Bladder ; with Obſervations concerning their Symptoms, and 
the Mode of Cure. 


HE chief cauſes of theſe maladies are violent colds; fevers in the 
kidneys, originating from too long a retention of urine within the 


bladder, and the accumulation of gravel or ſtone, either within the kidney, 
83 | the 
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the bladder, or the ducts leading to the bladder. Relative to chat Aforder 
which ariſes from a ſtone in the kidnies or bladder, we muſt obſerve, that 
ſcarcely any horſes are ſo fortunate as to ſurvive its attacks. The ſymptoms 
appear from the violent and reſtleſs agitation and torment of the-patient, who 
caſts, towards his hinder parts, a frequent look, expreſſive of agony. He 
ſcarcely ever can obtain relief, either when ſtanding or lying down, and the 


longeſt poſition in which he can remain, is that during which he is reclined 


vpon his back. His yard hangs flaccid; he makes frequent, and almoſt 
ineffectual, attempts to ſtale ; not leſs often are his motions towards a ſtool, 
whilſt the few excrements that paſs, indicate, generally, a very coſtive habit. 
The dung, alſo, is divided, the accelerated perturbation of the powers of 
nature, increaſes the circulation of the blood, and introduces a fever ; he 


appears. convulſed; and, at length, enſues a rapid, violent, and unnatural 


reſpiration ; an unuſual extenſion of the noſtrils; a parched and furred 


mouth; a wild caſt in the eyes, and every concomitant ſy mptom of impend- 


wg dan ger. 


IT is probable we may be led to a choice of remedies, in a conſultation 
with the practitioner to whom the care of the afflicted animal may have been 
intruſted; a feries of medical diſſertations might alfo guide us to the art of 
healing 3 but a multitude of preſcriptions have originated from vague con- 
jectures; and he who, not feduced by any whimſical hypotheſis, can follow 
nature, inveſtigate her operations, and try to profit by her aſſiſtance, will have 
the juiteſt cauſe to hope for frequent, and deferved ſucceſs: Should the 
diſorder proceed from cold, it will be neceflary to take from the patient four 


pounds of blood, which, being preſerved for a farther inſpection, may, at 


length, diſcover whether the fever hath ſettled in the kidnies. Under that 
ſymptom, the medical adminiſtrations muſt be ſuch as will operate by ſweat 
and urine, Let him take three or four ounces of the fever- ball, diſſolved in a 
quart of thin water-gruel, with. the addition of one gill of treacle water, and 


four ounces of honey. At the expiration of every twelve hours, repeat the 


doſe. If, after a third application, no progreſs ſhall appear to have been made 
towards a recovery, adminiſter. two or three drachms of the fever-powder, in a 
quart of barley-water, ſweetened: with four ounces. of honey. If, after the 
. thall have taken this medicine thrice, OY the Toe of twenty- 


four 
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four liours, no proſpect of amendment ſhould ariſe, we muſt conſider the 
caſe as of a nature exceedingly alarming ; and leſt an enſuing irritation of the 
parts ſhould caufe an inflammation of the ſphin&er muſcle, or neck of the 
bladder, have immediate recourſe to emollients, adminiſtering four ounces of 
the roots of marſh-mallows, in two- quarts of water, which muſt be reduced, 
by boiling, to three pints; add four ounces of caſtile ſoap, fliced extremely 
thin, in order that it may the more eaſily diffolve, four ounces of ſal prunella, 
and four ounces of millipedes. The whole ingredients muſt be mixed toge- 

ther, and given in two draughts, during the ſpace of ſix hours. 


I panE venture to aſſert, that relief will generally follow the proceſs which 
hath been deferibed; in caſes where I have been called in, it always proved 
ſucceſsful. Without entering into a minute enumeration of inſtances, be it 
ſufficient to remark, that a moſt valuable hunter, belonging to —— White, 
Eſq; and ſtanding iu the ſtables of the George Inn, at Hyde Park Corner, was 
confidered, by the attendants, as having through the violence of his diſeaſe 
momentarily arrived at the point of death. He was languiſhing under a ſpaſ- 
modic affection in one kidney, of a nature ſo exceedingly ſevere, that it totally 
deprived him of the uſe of one hind quarter, and rendered it very difficult to 
aſſiſt him to enter the ſtable. Concluding that his agonies were occaſioned by a 
ſmall ſtone lodged iu the kidnies, and that no circumſtance, except its diſcharge, 
could: preſerve the life of the patient, I immediately adminiſtered: one ſpoonful 
of black muſtard feed, one ounce of grains of paradiſe, and two drachms of par- 
fley ſeed, in a pint of white wine. The happy confequence was inſtantaneous 
relief, and a repetition of the doſe appeared to have eſtabliſhed a perfe& cure. 
On the fourth or fifth day after he had been exerciſed, by gentle walking, in 
Hyde Park, he was ſuddenly: deprived, in the ſtreet, of all uſe of his hinder 
parts, neither could: he be carried home without the aſſiſtance of eight or ten men. 
A ſervant! was immediately diſpatched! for me. On my arrival, perceiving that 
the caſe was deſperate, I had recourſe, without heſitation, to a: deſperate 
remedy, and ordered the inſtant adminiſtration of four drachms of pearl-aſhes, 
one ounce oß ſoap · lees, four drachms of liquid laudanum, and four drachms of 
camphire, diſſolved in two ounces of caſtor-oil; the whole compound being 
infuſed in a quart of mucilaginous veal broth. This preſeription was repeated 
once in the ſpace of twelve hours, and at the expiration of twenty-four hours 
4 the 
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the patient was much .relieved. - When, during the four following) days; 
half the quantity of the medicine had been taken, he became ſurpriſingl 
recovered, Anxious to eſtabliſh a perfect cure, I ordered one ounce of balm 
of gilead to be mixed into a bolus, with two ounces of linſeed meal, and as 
much honey as reduced it to a conſiſtency, After it had been given repeatedly 
tor the ſpace of eight days, the horſe regained: his health ; nor did 1 ever 
learn, in the courſe of many ſucceeding years, during which I frequently 
law him, that he had been ſubject to the leaſt relapſe, 


Ix a ſimilar caſh I was alſo conſulted by Mr. Rein, a ſtone-maſon, at the 
corner of Lincoli's Inn Fields, whoſe horſe had been ſeveral weeks. ineffec- 
tually preſcribed for by numbers of the faculty. Amidſt the violence of his 
torture, the afflicted animal was accuftomed to paw the pavement ſo power- 
fully, and ſo inceſſantly, with his fore feet, that he had not only thrown up 
the ſtones, but digged a hole ſufficient for his grave. When I ſaw him, the 
want of food and reſt had worn him to. a ſkeleton ; yet, conceiving hopes of 
accompliſhing his cure, I proceeded in a ſimilar manner to my former proceſs, 
with this difference only, that, inſtead, of balm of gilead, I adminiſtered the 


balſam of capivi, | 


In common caſes, where horſes are unable to paſs their urine, we would 
recommend one pint of ſtale beer, two ounces of the ointment of marſh- 
mallows, two ounces of caſtile ſoap, and two ounces of camphorated oil of 
turpentine, to be adtniniſtered blood - warm; and it is more than probable that: 


a cure will immediately enſue. 


ANOTHER common, and frequently efficacious, remedy, is, to boil two. 
ounces of anniſeed, two ounces of juniper berries, and one ounce of milli- 
pedes, in a quart of water, which PDE reduced to a pint and a half, he 


then adminiſtered. 


A THIRD falutary preſcription, which will ſpeedily occaſion a horſe to ſtale, 
is one ſpoonful of the oil of amber, and two drachms. of ſweet nitre, in a, 
pint of white wine, or beer.

SYMPTOMS axv MODE oz CURE, it 


: Is the malady proceed from a conſiderable retention of water, in the 
bladder, and if the muſcular motion be loſt, an inſtantaneous relief is 
abſolutely neceflary ; let the hand of ſome {kilfu] perſon be either moiſt- 
ened, greaſed, or oiled, and gently introduced within the fundament, 
where, having diſcovered the bladder, its top may be ſoftly preſſed and 
rolled. On this occaſion, the horſe will throw himſelf into a poſition 
proper for the purpoſe of paſſing his urine z and then it is that ſuch a moderate 
preſſure may aſſiſt to expel all the water, and that the bladder will drop into 
the pelvis or baſon, Thus ee the horſe be inſtantly cured, without the aid 
of medicine. 


Obſtructions in the Stomach: or an Over- charging of the di- 
geſtive Faculties. | 


F all diſorders incident to horſes, it would be difficult to mention one 

more - perplexing to practitioners, than that of which I am now. 

about to treat. The moſt eminent in the medical line have been foiled in their 

attempts to eaſe the ſtomach of its oppreſſive load. I have ineffectually had 

recourſe to every method which. either my imagination, ſtudy, or experience 
could ſuggeſt. N 


. Ont of the moſt efficacious e in theſe diſorders, appears to be 
ſwimming; an action during which the ſtruggling and agitation of the horſe, 
together with the weight and preſſure of the water, may alüſt to relieve him 
from the burthen i in bis ſtomach. | 


As no emetic . are to be expected, I propoſe, eſpecially as the patient 
muſt periſh, unleſs the load be effectually diſlodged, to adminiſter, every. 
hour, two drachms of tartar of vitriol, in a pint of warm water. 


THe 
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Tas dreadful ſymptoms of theſe diſorders are, the moſt viſible marks of 
agony and diſtreſs ; a body unnaturally bent; the head confiderably raiſed 
beyond its uſual height; a forced extenſion of the limbs; convulſions; the 
eyes expreſſive of inward torture, and fixed, with a wild attention on the ſhort 
ribs, in which are ſeated the ſevereſt ſufferings of the patient; a reſtleſs roll- 
ing from {ide to fide 3 and a frequent, but ineffectual, attempt to gain ſome 
attitude or poſition, which will afford a temporary relief. During the laſt | 
ſtage of theſe diforders, the horſe appears raging with inſanity ; he gnaws his 
fore legs ; and, if not timely prevented, will dath his brains out againſt the 
ſtall, and periſh in the extremity. Subſequent to their deaths, I have opened 
numbers. In ſome I have diſcovered that the maw or ſtomach had burft 
in others, that the membranes were exceedingly inflamed ; and in thoſe of a 
thick deſcription the coats of the ſtomach were mortified. I have likewiſe 
_ obſerved the indigeſted food ſo dried within the ſtomach, that it did not even 
appear to have been maſticated, neither was there room ſufficient to contain 
the quantity of a glaſs of water. Under ſuch circumſtances, where every 
attempt to diſlodge the peccant matter proves unavailing, Jam fully juſtified 
in declaring that the diſorders are incurable. 


Preventative Adminiſtrations, and effectual Cures, for thoſe 
Inflammations of the Bowels which tend to a Mortification. 

HE bowels are the alimentary paffages which receive food, air, and 
water. Their ſubſtance is tender, delicate, ſenſible, membranous, 

and fleſhy, like the worm. Theſe inteſtines are full of blood-veſlels, 
nerves, and membranes, which are of an intermediate ſubſtance, partly 
fleſhy and partly fibrous. This renders them one of the grand ſources of 
life, and fo Free” a ſeat of aun that they cannot t ſurmount extremity 
of pain. | | 
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Tu mode of cure is to pour four quarts of boiling water into an earthen 
pan, and, having infuſed in it one pound of crude quick-filver, to ſuffer 
it to ſtand during the ſpace of an hour, and then to decanter off one quart. 
Add to it an ounce, of ſpectous hiera picra, reduced, to powder, and two 
drachms of pulvis ſanctus. The doſe muſt be adminiſtered at the expiration of 
every fix hours. When all the water has been drawn from the filver, another 
gallon boiling hot may be added. This medicine, which deſerves the greateſt 
confidence, muſt be taken as frequently as occaſion requires, until the diſeaſe 
is effectually ſubdued. 


Tr1x broth, for clyſters, muſt be given, with a handful of ſalt, until the 
patient be relieved. Two pounds of blood muſt be taken from him, every 
twelve hours. His drink, muſt conſiſt of thin gruel, of which he muſt 
take a full quart every half hour, between the draughts. If he diſcovers 
an inclination to. eat, ſupply him twice a day with thin marſhes, caves darn 
of bran. | 


AmipsT the milder ſtages of this diſorder, adminifter thrice during the 
courle of twenty-four hours, one ounce of nitre, one ounce of ſal prunella, 
two ounces. of cream of tartar, and Jour ounces of caſtor oil, in en of 
barley- water. 


Ir the caſe requires it, after the cauſe is removed, give the patient, 
twice a day, a quart decoction of bark, with a pill of olive oil, and a gill of 
aqua theriaca, or compound treacle-water, in order to ſtrengthen the tone of 
the ſtomach and bowels, and to recover the appetite. Plenty of gruel, or 
barley- water, muſt alſo be adminiſtered, or white bran water, or water in 
which wheat flour has been infuſed. 
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— 


HIS diſorder einde in the colon, and terminates in the bowels, or 

ſmall guts, which, when filled with wind, are dilated to an extreme 
degree. The flanks of the horſe appear ſwelled; his reſpiration becomes 
difficult, and is attended by an unnatural blowing z he is reſtleſs, caſts him- 
ſelf frequently upon the ground ; rolls, and tumbles to and fra; and 
often breaks wind, without receiving the leaſt benefit. Indigeſted food, 
retained too long in the ſtomach, over-heated corn, or the having drank 
hard water, to which they have not been accuſtomed (and more eſpecially 
of lime-ſtone water, which, deſcending from ſteep hills, fall into ſharp 
running ſtreams, and prove exceſſively pernicious), are the frequent . ſources 
of this diſorder, Mouldy, or mow-burnt hay, occaſioning the horſe to drink 
too plentifully of water, is often the forerunner of the Cholic, 


Tux moſt probable means of cure, is to adminiſter four ounces of the 
high cordial ball, if it can be obtained, in a pint of warm ale. Should the 
firſt doſe prove inadequate to the purpoſes of relief, a ſecond muſt be given at 
the expiration of two hours; and if, as is rarely the caſe, the ſecond doſe 
ſhould not ſucceed, two quarts of blood muſt be taken from the neck ; and, 
to confirm the cure, two ounces of friar's balſam, infuſed in a pint of 
mountain, rendered blood-warm, muſt be adminiſtered to the patient. 


SHOULD any caſe not admit of delay, and no friar's balſam be at hand, 
give either two ounces of black pepper, in half a pint of gin, and a 
pint of warm ale; or one ounce of bay - berries, bruiſed, one ounce of pul- 
veriſed race - ginger, and two ounces of the oil of turpentine, in a pint of 
warm ale; or four ounces of powdered oyſter-ſhells, boiled in three pints 
of urine, until the whole be reduced to a pint and a half, which muſt be 


adminiſtered blood-warm; or half a Pint of geneva, half a pint of ſallad 
oil, 


* 
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oil, and two ounces of bruiſed juniper berries, which muſt be given cold; 
or if, under particular circumſtances, none of theſe ingredients can be pro- 
* we muſt apply to remedies that are more immediately at hand. 


 Havins ſifted a pint of wood- aſhes, boil them in three pints of urine, 

until the whole be reduced to a quart, which the patient muſt take 
| blood-warm ; or a pint of brine, and two ounces of the oil of turpentine, 
rendered luke-warm; or two ounces of liquid laudanum, two ounces of 
hartſhorn, a gill either of treacle- water, or aqua mirabilis, and half a pint 
of mountain wine. 


ANOTHER preſcription is, two ounces of aniſeed, two ounces of carraway 
ſeed, bruiſed, two drachms of cinnamon, two drachms of cloves, and two 
ounces of caſtor oil, to be adminiſtered in a pint of warm ale. 


AN equally efficacious remedy 1s, four ounces of aqua mirabilis, and 
one ounce of black pepper, given milk-warm, in a pint of freſh urine ; 
or four ounces of philonium, in a pint of white wine ; or four ounces of the 
beſt rhubarb fliced, one ounce of ſena, one pound and four ounces of raiſins 
dried and chopped ſmall, half an ounce of bruiſed coriander ſeed, two drachms 
of bruiſed carraway ſeed, four drachms of ſaffron, and four quarts of the 
beſt brandy. - Infuſe the whole of theſe ingredients in a large ſtone bottle, 
and, having placed it where it may receive a gradual warmth, ſhake it fre- 
quently, and afterwards filter it through a gauze ſeive. Of this preparation, 
which 1s moſt extraordinary in its efficacy, half a pint may be taken, mixt in a 
pint of warm table beer. At the expiration of eight hours, the doſe, if the 
caſe requires it, ſhould be repeated; ; and the patient muſt, at intervals, drink 
plentifully of thin e 


* 


THE twelve preceding recipes poſſeſs medical virtues of fo powerful a 
nature, that they will ſeldom fail to effect a cure; the fourth approaches 
near to infallibility ; the fixth not only bids equally fair for ſucceſs, but is 
attended with the advantage of being compoſed with little or no expence; 
and the laſt, although ' purchaſed on dearer terms, is rendered ſo valuable, 
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by the experience of ſucceſs, and its peculiar aptitude to relieve horſes of a 
delicate conſtitution, that no ſenſible practitioner will feel the leaſt concern at 
the price attending ſo ineftimable a preparation. 


The Dry Gripes, or Adſtrictions of the Bowes, 


— 


T is neceſſary that this malady, which the learned have denominated the 
- Ihac Paſſion, ſhould be properly explained to the practitioner: The twiſt- 
ing of the ſmall guts, which, in my opinion, might more aptly be deemed 
the reverſing of the virmicular, or periſtaltic motion of the bowels, is a 
diſorder which proceeds from various cauſes ; from indigeſtion ; a corrupted 
habit of body; or obſtructions in the alimentary paſſages. The firſt cauſe 
has been deſcribed as curable ; but it is doubtful whether the two laſt would 
not baffle all the powers of medicine, 


— 


I vo not recolle& to have ſucceeded in the recovery of more than one 
patient, and, on this occaſion, the caſe was ſingular. A lump of dung, tri- 
angular in its ſhape, and prevented, by its extreme ſize, from paſſing the 
ſmall gut, had clofed up the aperture, during the ſpace of eight days, and, 
if not diſcharged, would have produced a mortification. | 

TE preſcription is, four ounces of caſtor oil, two drachms of oil of 
camomile, and one drachm of calomel, to be adminiſtered in a pint of barley- 
water. If the firſt doſe ſnould not prove efficacious, half the quantity of a 
ſecond may be adminiſtered at the expiration of the ſixth or eighth hour; and 
the patient muſt, every half 12 drink a quart of water gruel. 


ANOTHER medicine is, two ounces of æthiop's mineral, four ounces of 
flour of ſulphur, two ounces of cream of tartar, and two drachms of jalap, 
| to 
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to be given twice, at an equal diſtance of time, during the ſpace of twelve 
hours; or eight ounces of black ſoap, diſſolved in a pint of warm ale; or a 
cathartic, compoſed of eight drachms of aloes, two drachms of mercurius 
dulcis, two drachms of jalap, four drachms of cream of tartar, and two 
ounces of lenitive electuary. The whole preparation muſt be either made into 
a ball, or adminiſtered in barley-water. 


* 


Taz two laſt cauſes will ariſe when the animal has eaten duſt, gravel, 
or dried mud from walls. I recolle& to have obſerved a ball, reſembling 
a ſtone, and in ze equal to the head of a man, which was extracted from 
the cæcum, or blind gut. In conſequence of the torture it occafioned, the 
horſe, in whoſe ſtomach the ball had been formed, expired. Another caſe 
occurred in the ſtables of Juſtice Kitchener, in the Strand, whoſe horſe was 
afflicted with a ball, which, having alſo been formed in the ſtomach, had paſſed 
to the extremity of the ſmall gut, where, baffling every medical attempt to 
occaſion a removal, it deprived the tormented animal of exiſtence. Aſter his 
death I examined the ball, and diſcovered that it conſiſted of the grit of a mill- 
ſtone, which is frequently intermixed with the provender of theſe animals. I 
recolle& other caſes of obſtructions, ariſing from large worms having engen- 
dered together, and forming a ball equal in ſize to that of a cannon. It is 
almoſt needleſs to obſerve, that ſuch maladies muſt be deemed incurable. 


Of a Diſeaſe incident to Horſes, and vulgarly called the 
Gullian. 


HEN cows and weiß are thus afflicted, the morbid appearauce is 
called the Red-Water; and when it ſeizes on the human frame, it is 
denominated a Dropſy. This laſt term may, with equal propriety, be applied 
to the diſtemper which is now the object of our diſcuſſion, a diſtemper in- 


curable in moſt ſubjects, and ſcarcely open to any immediate relief, except 
| from 
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from tapping, which terminates too frequently in death. 'The dropſy may 3 
originate from an obſtruction of the urine, which has not been properly 
conveyed, into the bladder; from extravaſated blood; or from its glutinous 
texture, which, being divided from the“ ſerum or aqueous particles, glides 
through the outlets, and centers between the midriff and the abdominal 
muſcle. > CREST 


Ons of the beſt preſcriptions in this diſorder is, three ounces of crude 
quickſilver, ſubdued with four ounces of Venice or common horſe turpentine, 
in a mortar, and then added to two ounces of pulveriſed elicampane, two 
ounces of gum guiacum, two ounces of gambouge, aud a quantity of honey 
ſufficient to reduce the whole preparation to the conſiſtency. of three boluſſes, 
of which one muſt be adminiſtered at a time. Should the medicine operate 
only by ſtool, whilſt it increaſes the urinary diicharge, the circumſtan- 
ces may be deemed favourable ; but it will betray a moſt dangerous 
imprudence to repeat the doſe too rapidly; nor can any circumſtances, next 
to medicine, contribute more efficaciouſly to the recovery of the patient than 
unremitted endeavours to preſerve the body temperate, to prevent the animal's 
drinking cold water, and to guard againit thoſe conſequences that may enſue 
from the ſeverity of the weather. We muſt again remark, that the repetition 

of the medicine muſt be agreeable to the patient's ſtrength ; of which the 
ſkilful practitioner will be enabled to judge from an attention to the manner in 


which the firſt preſcription operated. 


ANorHER recipe is, two ounces of crude quickſilver, ſubdued, in a mortar, 
with four ounces of Venice turpentine, four drachms of dried and pulveriſed 
ſpurge- laurel, one ounce of prepared cream of tartar, one ounce of gum guia- 
cum, and half an ounce of powdered ginger ; the whole preparation muſt 
be formed into two boluſſes, to be adminiſtered ſeparately, the firſt at the 
commencement, and the ſecond at the concluſion, of a ſpace of eight or ten 
days, obſerving carefully that the ſtrength of the patient be ſufficient to enable 
him to ſupport the operation. The regimen muſt agree with that which is 
obſerved during the courſe of phyfic, and the patient muſt be preſerved cool 
in hot weather, and in cold weather as warm as poſſible. 


INTERNAL 
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INTERNAL applications will ſpeedily conduce to a recovery. I remember 
to have obſerved a perfect re-eſtablifhment of a dropſical horſe, who, having 
been turned into an orchard full of fruit-trees, became his own phyſician, and 
removed his malady by eating, abundantly, of apples. Men, afflicted with 
the dropſy, have, in my own experience, been entirely cured by cyder, the 
decoction of gen any and the inner rind of elder bark. | 


Fon horſes, the following diet drink, adminiſtered every third day, is 
extremely efficacious, Of the bark of young walnut- trees, of the bark of 
young elder, of green broom tops, and of the leaves that grow on the ſtem of 
the artichoke, take one handfull each; boil them in four quarts of urine, 
until the whole be reduced to half the quantity; and then decanter it for uſe. 
One pint is ſufficient for a doſe, and if the horſe has recovered ſufficient 
ſtrength, it may be repeated every third day. 


EY CT R-1Þ FEY RL 


HE ſymptoms of this diſeaſe, which medical writers of all nations have 
ſo frequently repreſented as incurable, are a chilling languor, diffuſing 
itſelf over the whole frame, an almoſt total ceſſation of the pulſe; a paleneſs 
on the eye-lids; a dry mouth; cold feet, legs, and ears; an inactive 
ſtupor of the whole body; a loſs of appetite; excruciating inward affec- 
tions, which appear to indicate, what generally accompanies this malady, a 

hectic cough ; an inflammation of the lungs, with its concomitant ſymptom, 
an accelerated reſpiration, . or extreme difficulty of breathing; a decreaſe of the 
circulation in the blood, the tate of which approaches rapidly to putrefaCtion ; 
and, without an inſtant remedy, muſt occafion a mortification ; which will 
terminate with death. Frequent bleeding is neceſſary; but, in the courſe of 
twenty-four hours, more than three pounds of blood muſt not be taken away, 


and this ſhould be ſet aſide for a future inſpection. The pationt muſt remain 
alone, 


% 
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alone, and coeturbed' in a looſe ſtall, having cotiſtantly before him a quantity 
of water-gruel. He muſt alſo have a drink of a decoction of tea, mint, balm, 
colts foot, and oak-lungs, of each, one handfull to four quarts of boiling water. 
The doſe is one pint at night, and in the morning, ſweetened with four ounces 
of honey, and increaſed with one drachm, or, if the horſe be of a ſtrong 
conſtitution, two drachms of fever powder. At the favourable criſis of the 
fever, adminiſter a decoction of bark, ſweetened with honey, in which infuſe 
half the preceding quantity of the fever powder, omitting, at the ſame time, 
the decoction of herbs. The bark, which is a powerful preventative of putre- 
faction, will brace the tones of the ſtomach, . recover the loſt appetite, and ſo 
far reſtore the ſtrength of the patient, that he will be able to take ſlow, and 
gentle exerciſe, which muſt be gradually increaſed with his increafing vigour. 
Such a proceſs, if adopted at an early period, will recover a a hartes 
out of the hundred.

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F all animals, the horſe is moſt liable to this diſeaſe. Concerning its 
cauſes, ſymptoms, effects, and mode of cure, I ſhall firſt obſerve, 
that the horſe, unlike the reſt of the brute creation, is formed without a gall 
bladder, and that the gall is ſituated four inches from the neck of the ſtomach, 
in the caecum, or blind gut. Hence it follows, that the jaundice may- proceed 
either from too exceſſive hurry, and fatigue, a full appetite, a flight cold; 
a difinclination to eat; too great a plentitude of blood; exceſſive faſting; 
barbarous uſage ; or'feeding too freely either on mow-burnt hay, heated ſhip 
oats, or clover cut from the ſtack, before it has-been properly [weated. | 


Tas jaundice alfo originates frequently from: fevers, the eavfes of which 
being removed, the diſtemper of courſe will ceaſe. The ſymptoms of the 
jaundice are a total languor; a clammineſs of the mouth ; a dry, atrabilious 


temperament coftivencſs; few, and flight emiſſions of urine, which, on this 
occaſion, 
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occaſion, is yellow, and tinged with gall; a grating of the eels; ; a falſe 
appetite ; an apparent deprivation of all ſenſe and motion; and a yellow hue 
on the lips, and eye-lids. If blood, which is the colour of faffron, ſhould be 
taken from the patient, thrice, performing the operation once in twenty-four 
hours, it will prove ſerviceable. Amongſt the dreadful effects of this diſtem- 
per, may be enumerated an abſolute deprivation of the ſmell, the taſte, aud 
the appetite, the diſpoſition to ſleep, and, in ſhort, a total abſence from all 
. thoſe enjoyments, that are moſt conducive to the Tupport of life; and, 
without the return of which, the death of the afflicted auimal muſt prove 
inevitable. 


Jo effect a cure as ſoon as poſſible, it will be proper, firſt, to take away four 
pounds of blood, which, as it is extremely difficult to ſave the urine, muſt 
be placed aſide for a future inſpection, when it will appear 1 black at 
and putrid. Whilſt the blood is in this ſtate, it will be neceſſary to repeat the 
bleeding, until it becomes thin, fuller of aqueous particles, and approaching 
to a paliſh hue, circumſtances which indicate the propriety of deſiſting from 
bleeding. Should the patient prove coſtive, adminiſter, every night, and 
morning, two ounces of the clyſter powder, in a quart of warm water. If 
his ſubſequent evacuations ſhould be natural, neceſſity aloue will juſtify there 
being no occaſion for the repetition. of the clyſter. A proceſs of this nature will 
forward the recovery, eſpecially when afliſted by any of the following recipes: 


T AXE one quart of beer, in which diſſolve two ounces of Caſtile ſoap, ſliced 
333 thin, one ounce of juniper berries, one ounce of turmeric, and two 
drachms of ſaffron, to be adminiſtered, every twelve hours, blood-warm. 
Plenty of water · gruel ſhould always be placed before. the patient; and he muſt 
take for food, à ſmall anti of hax, at a time, a thin maſhes of 


bran. 


A sEcoND receipt is, one ounce of turmeric, one ounce of millipedes, one 
dunce of hartſhorn, and four drachms of ſaffron, to be adminiſtered every 
min and night, in a pint of mountain. 


E = A THIRD 
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A THIRD r ceipt 18, two ounces of æthiops mineral, two ounces of ſul- 

phug two qunces of cream of tartar, one ounce of bruiſed Juniper berries, 
and one ounce of powdered turmeric; to be adminiſtered, once in the ſpace of 
twenty-four hours, in a quart of ſtrong beer. 5 


A FouRTH receipt is, one handfull of celandine, boiled in two quarts of 
water, which muſt be reduced to one quart, one ounce of pulveriſed turme- 
Tic, one ounce of juniper berries, two ounces of Caſtile ſoap fliced, half an 
ounce of rectified oil of amber, four ounces of millipedes, and four ounces of 
honey, the whole preſcription to be adminiſtered in twenty-four hours. 
If the jaundice ſhould appear connected with the fever, the latter, being 
the greateſt, and moſt alarming cauſe, muſt be removed. In ſuch caſes, 
therefore, adminiſter two drachms of fever powder, one ounce of turmeric, 
and half an ounce of bark, in a pint of barley-water, or water-gruel. This 
doſe ſhould be repeated twice in the ſpace of twenty-four hours ; and when 
no fever powder is at hand, the following receipt may be very properly ſub- 
ſtituted: Two drachms of emetic tartar, one ounce of bruiſed juniper berries, 
half an ounce of turmeric, and two drachms of falt of tartar, to be admini- 
tered in a pint of camomile tea. | 


A FIFTH receipt jv, one handfull of celandine, and two ounces of camo- 
mile flowers, boiled in three quarts of water, until the whole: be reduced to 
two quarts. This will ſuffice for two draughts ; and to it muſt be added the 
following ingredients, allowing, for each quart, an ounce of linſeed, an ounce 
of muſtard ſeed, two drachms of oil of amber, two drachms of millipedes, 
and two ounces of turmeric, - to be adminiſtered, with four ounces of honey, 
once a a day.

A $1XTH receipt is, four ounces” of honey, four ounces of caſtor oil, two 
drachms of camomile, two drachms of oil of juniper, and two ounces of the 
tincture of ſaffron, to be adminiſtered in a quart of warm ſtrong beer. 
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HE generality of medical writers, have deemed this diſorder incurable ; - 

and approved practitioners warmly recommended the cuſtom of tre- 
panning the os frontis, for the purpoſe of making advantageous injections - 
with a large ſyringe, preſerving at the ſame time, the head of the patient 
in a depending poſition, ſo that the foul matter, inſtead of being perniciouſſy 
forced into the ſtomach, may, ſucceſsfully be diſcharged through the 
noſtrils. I have not only attended the operation of trepanning, but fre- 


quently performed it; and never recollect, either from my own practice, or 


from that of others, that this proceſs contributed to the recovery of the 


patient. Can ſucceſs be expected from the itrat pnal inconſiſtency of attempt- 
ing to remove the effects, previous to ſubduing the original cauſe, 
which is ſeated in the blood, where it is introduced by various means? The 

morbid ſtate of the blood is occaſioned by violent colds, by feeding on too 


large a quantity either of beans, or rotten, and mouldy hay, an immo- 
derate heating of the blood, followed by too ſudden a tranſition of cold, or 


drinking during a perſpiration, which occaſions ſurfeits, that terminate in a con- 
firmed ſcurvy, or what 1s more properly called the farcy. This diſorder appears 
either in the dependent parts of the legs, or the externals of the body in cuti- 
cular eruptions, blotches, carnoſities, and corded ſwellings; and in the blood- 


veſſels are ſcrophula and cancarous corroded tumours. Such are the ſymp- 
toms of the diſorder that is vulgarly denominated the Farcy. When the 
putrid blood mixes with the arterial blood, theſe tumours take ſo deep a root 
as to occaſion them to terminate in the glands. As the head of the animal is 
ſomewhat dependent, and as frequently ſunk below as it is raiſed above the 
ſhoulders, it tao naturally follows that the inflammatory matter deſcends, and 
falls upon the glands, oftener than upon any other part; and then it is that 
the diſorder is, both by the faculty and others, denominated the Glan- 


ders. Too many reaſons may be adduced in ſupport of the aſſertion, that 


the diſorder 1 is frequently incurable, not only becauſe the practitioner cannot 
E 2 reach | 
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reach the part where the cauſe is ſeated, in order to affe& a removal, but 
becauſe the purulent matter diſcharged from the noſe is of 1 a nature, 


that its ſtreams, intermixing with the provender, are received into the 
mouth of the horſe with his food, whilſt he thus fatally re- infects himſelf. 


He may alſo, during the inveteracy of the diſeaſe, communicate it to 
other horſes that are placed near him. Even the eutrance to the ſtall that has 
been quitted by the diſtempered animal, will prove infectious; nor wall 
it be leſs dangerous for a found horſe to drink out of any veſſel that has 
been previouſly uſed by one that was difordered: The firſt ſtage of the Glan- 
ders is the Farcy in the Head: and the laſt ſtage of the Farcy in the Head is 
a confirmed Glanders. It is beyond the reach, either of medicine or art, 
to effect a cure, when the head, the ſpongy bones, the glands, and the mem- 
branous parts are all ſo cankered, rotten, aud full of carnoſities that they 
infe& the ſpinal marrow. T'am convinced, that if this terrible diforder was 
properly treated in its infancy, numbers of horſes too frequently loſt, ether 
by: nwogle( or unſkilful applications, might be recovered. 


THE 90 > are, marks of ſurfeit | on the coat of the patient, loſs of 
fleſh, formation of kernels under the jaw, or what I ſhould term a tume- 
faction of the glands, and a gleet or running at the noſe. - - 


As no doubt can be entettained whether the horſe has received an infectious 
diſeaſe, it is requiſite not to loſe a moment in the application of relief. The 
patient ſhould remain alone, and loſe four pounds of blood, which, when 
coagulated, muſt undergo the moſt ſtrict inſpection, as from its ſtate a diſco- 
very may ariſe that the cauſe of the diſorder is in the blood; it will, there- 
fore, be neceffary to draw away more blood, at the expiration of every 
forty-eight hours, until the blood be rendered more fluid; and alſo to inject, 
daily, into the noſtrils, two ounces of the extract of ſaturn, mixed with a 
quart of water, Adminiſter alſo, once in [Three or r four days, the following | 


preſctiption : 


Foun ounces of young walnut- tree back; boiled until it be reduced to 
one quart, in two quarts of urine. This doſe muſt always be taken faſt- 


ing, nor ſhould he be ever ſuffered to drink cold water. 


ANOTHER 
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AxoTauzR remedy is, one pint of ufine, half a pint of linſced 1 
one ounce of flour of ſalphur, one. ounce: of gum guiacum, half an. ounce 
of xthiop's mineral, one ounce: of liver of antimony, and half an ounce of 
_ elicampane, to be adminiſtered, every other day, blood-warm. 


AN equally efficacious preſcription is, one ounce of powdered Peruvian bark, 
one ounce of pulveriſed walnut-tree bark, half an ounce of gum guiacum, and 
half an ounce of pulveriſed ſarſaparilla, the whole to be given in one quart of 
urine: Or two ounces of water dock root, two ounces of elicampane, half 
an ounce of pulveriſed farſaparilla, and two quarts of urine, boiled down 
to a quart, and adminiſtered in a ſingle draught. This goſe muſt be repeated 


every third day. 
. 
Aerni recipe is, one ounce of gum guiacum, one ounce of liver of 
_ antimony, one ounce of lapis galaminaris, and one ounce of powder of tutty, 
to be given, and repeated once in three days, blood-warm, in a pint and a 


half of ſtale beer. 

ANOTHER preſcription 1s, two drachms of turpith mineral, made into a 
bolus, with one ounce of Venice turpentine, and one ounce of powdered eli- 
campane, to be adminiſtered faſting. It is neceflary, that while the patient 
takes ſuch powerful chymical preparations, he ſhould drink plentifully of thin 


water-gruel. It is, here neceſſary to obſerve, that this doſe ſhould not be 


repeated more than once in d days. 


a 


ANOTHER recipe is, four drachms of quickfilver, diſſolved in one ounce of 
Venice turpentine, two drachms of dried and pulveriſed ſpurge-laurel, one 
ounce of powdered cream of tartar, two drachms of pulveriſed ginger, 
and two drachms of powdered jalap; the whole formed into a bolus, 
either with honey or molaſſes. This doſe will not require a repetition 
above once in fourteen days, and muſt be given in the morning before 
the patient has broke his faſt; whoſe diet afterwards muſt be maſhes 
of bran, twice a day, and water-gruel, The two preceding remedies are for 
| horſes of a ſtrong conſtitution, and a cure generally follows the adminiſtra- 


tion of a ſecond doſe. 
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An external preſcription, which” Ladd extremely fair for ſucceſs, even on 4 
firſt application, is, one ounce of birthwort, one ounce of ariſtolocia, one 
ounce of the juice of houſeleek, one ſpoonful of the Juice of rue, and four 
drachms of ſalt of tartar, beaten together, and ſtuffed into the ears of the 

patient, which muſt be ſowed up CE: the i ang of ht days. 


ANOTHER recipe, in a draught, is, a pint of linſeed oil, four ounces of 
ſtone brimſtone, and four ounces of crude antimony, both finely levigated, to 
be adminiſtered to the patient faſting. Either in the twelve preceding, or the 
ſix ſucceding hours, the horſe need not be reſtrained from his regular food and 
labour. This PE ſhould be repeated once every fix days ; and if, after the 
third adminiſtration, no ſign of amendment appear, it will be neceſſary t to 


have recoutſe to the following preſcription : 


To a quart of the beſt brandy, add two ouncès of gum guiacum, two ounces 
of gum ammoniacum, two ounces of gum aſſafcœtida, two ounces of finely 
levigated crocus metallorum, and one ounce of ſalt of tartar. Put theſe in- 
gredients into a ſtone bottle, placed either in a ſand heat, or within a kitchen 
grate, that they may be ſpeedily and properly infuſed. The bottle ſhould be 
ſhaken twice or thrice in the courſe of the day, and until its contents are 
reduced to half the quantity, which will ſuffice for four draughts, to be 
adminiſtered alternately, and to contain one gill, put into a pint of warm ale, 
which muſt be taken faſting ; neither, until the expiration -of four hours, 
ſhould the patient receive any provender. At night he muſt have a bran 
maſh, nor ſhould he be ſuffered to drink any cold water. Twice in 
the courſe of the week is ſufficient for a repetition of this medicine, which is 
extremely efficacious for horſes that are languid, emaciated, and expoſed to the 
violence of a cough. It is fortunate that, in a caſe where the diſeaſe is fre- 
quently apt to fall upon the lungs, this preſeription will warm the glands, 
rouſe and properly accelerate the languid ſtate of the blood, and act as an 
alterative and reſtorative, by breaking the glutinous, putrid, and mucilagi- 
nous particles of the blood, that it may flow more free from obſtruction 
through the minute paſſages of the arteries and veſlels.

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AnornER efficacious preſeription i is, one quart of FL one ounce of brown 
clieniſh tartar, half an ounce of ginger: half an ounce of aſſafœtida, half an 
ounce of gum guiacum, and four ounces of London treacle, to be taken every 

other day. * 
ANOTHER recipe is, four ounces of honey, two ounces of bruiſed garlic, 
two ounces of balſam of ſulphur, two ounces of linſeed oil, two ounces. of 
liver of antimony, and two ounces of brown rheniſh tartar, to be adminiſtered 


every third day, in a quart of good ale. 


To inveſtigate the cauſes, . and to diſcover the remedies, of this diſeaſe, I 
have laboured with unremitted aſſiduity, and at the expence of ſeveral hundred 
pounds, during a ſpace of twenty-five years. The great reward, which I wiſhed 
to obtain, has been happily ſecured to me, in the recovery, not only of many 


horſes which I have bought for the purpoſe of making experiments, but of 


many that were the property of gentlemen who, at various'times, have done 
me the honour to employ me. Not to ſwell the compaſs of this work, by a 


tedious detail of inſtances, ſuffice it to remark, that lately a brood mare, 


in foal by Eclipſe, belonging to —— Barbute, Eſq. of Spital Square, 
with a colt at her fide, was afflicted with ſuch a putrefaction in her milk, 
that ſhe had not the leaſt quantity left for the nouriſhment of her off— 
ſpring. Her body was emaciated, and her appetite decreaſed to an alarming 
degree. The morbid humour ran from her noſtrils ; a dangerous tumefaction 
had ariſen in her glands; and the long protracted maliguancy of her 
diſorder began to indicate the poſſibility of the animals diſeaſe becoming 
mortal. The extreme difficulty, of adminiſtering a drink, was conſidered 
as a formidable obſtacle to every hope of cure. On no occaſion did the 


moſt ſkilful and cautious aſſiſtance become more neceſſary. Although caſt 


down upon the pavement of the ſtable, and properly confined, her furious 
efforts to diſengage herſelf had almoſt deprived her of life; nor did the perſons 
who attempted to convey into her mouth a draught from a bottle, eſcape 
being extremely maimed from her kicks and bruiſes. The conſideration that 
ſhe was with foal, and that the leaſt repetition of violence might prove fatal, 


induced me to attempt to perſuade her to become the voluntary receiver of 
the 
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the deſtined remedy. I ordered to be placed for her, every morning and aight; 
a provender of ſweet bran and peas, into which were conveyed the powder ; 
and ſhe had alſo, daily, two feeds of oats and of the beſt white peas. In order 
that ſhe might exerciſe herſelf at pleaſure, ſhe was turned looſe into a capa- 
cious and uninhabited ſtable, where, likewiſe, water was left for her, relieved 
from the chill and ſoftened with a hot iron. 


THE recipe I gave her, conſiſted of one pound of dried pulveriſed bark, 
one pound of dried and powdered walnut-tree bark, two pounds of linſeed, 
in flour, two pounds of fenu-greck, in flour, one pound and a half of 
finely pulveriſed liver of antimony, one pound of ſulphur, eight ounces of 
nitre, four ounces of ginger, eight ounces of powdered annifeed, and eight 
ounces of pulveriſed carraway ſeed. The whole of theſe ingredients were 
mixed together in a mortar, and adminiſtered to the patient, one ounce in 
the morning, and one ounce at night, in her provender of bran and peas. 


Ir was by this happy proceſs that the mare became not only perfetly 
recovered, at the expiration of twelve weeks, but brought forth a fine colt, 
which, as well as her dam, is now, as can be ſufficiently atteſted, in perfect 
health. 


W muſt here remark, that the ally, in ſucking, received that infection 
termed the Farcy. This diſorder centres on the glands, and diſcharges its 
virulent effluvia from the noſe ; the generality of practitioners have denomi- 
nated it the Glanders. If, during the firſt ſtage, the malignant ſymptoms 
is not removed out of the blood, the diſeaſe will gather ſtrength, and 
advance rapidly to inſurmountable excefles, when the head mufll become rotten 
and decayed. At this period it is that we may ftile the malady incurable. 


TRE 
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\HIS diſorder occurs leſs frequently in the brute than in the human 
ſpecies. The only patient thus afflicted which I have ever met with, 
during the courſe of twenty-eight years practice, received, from my mode of 


treatment, an effectual cure, of the veracity of which Mr. Harper, ſteward 


to the Earl of Eglintoun, can bear unanſwerable teſtimony. The horſe, 
which was ordered to be ſhot, unleſs I choſe to preſcribe for him, had 


languiſhed, . for ſome time, under a violent hemorrhage, or bleeding at. 
the noſe. At length, in his attempt to quit the ſtable, and approach the 


watering-trough, he fell for want of reſpiration. His diſtreſs was ſo violent, 
that his noiſe became exceeding painful to all who heard him, and the effuſions 
of blood which he diſcharged, were copious to an exceſs. Unwilling to put Mr. 
Harper to an expence, unleſs I ſucceeding in my point, I judged beſt to hazard 
an experiment, and endeavour, by perforation, to procure relief for my afflicted 
patient. Applying the proper inſtrument two inches above the noſtril, 
J took off as much ſkin as left an oblong eraſure, in breadth one inch, and in 
length two inches, below the eye; then, with a ſaw fitted for the purpoſe, 
I exfoliated about four inches in length, the whole ſubſtance of the bone; an 
operation which enabled me to- diſcover the cauſe of the diſorder. The 
noſtril, like a cankered foot, when the membrane is beome rotten, was filled 
with putrid fleſh. I ſcaled the membranous parts, by a manual operation, as far 
as poſſible, uſing a ſpunge, faſtened to a piece of cane, dipped in the medicine, 
and forced it up the os frontis. Having next, with a ſyringe, made injections 
into the cavity, I prepared pledgets of tow, which, being immerſed in the 


medicine, were introduced into the ſinus, and filled up the wound, over which 


was ſpread a ſticking plaiſter, for the purpoſe of defending the parts from 
the noxious air, and of retaining the medicine within its deſtined poſition. 
An application of this nature, every other day, will eſtabliſh a cure. 
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Tas injection is thus prepared: Diſſolve one ounce of levigated ſublimate 
mercury, in four ounces of reCtified ſpirits of wine; then add one quart of 
double diſtilled vinegar, and be particularly careful conſtantly to ſhake the 
bottle previous to the injection. The preſcription for the ſubſequent drefling, 
is eight ounces of honey, a pint of vinegar, two ounces of the beſt, pul- 
veriſed French verdigreaſe, an ounce of levigated calcined vitriol, and half 
an ounce of gum euphorbium, reduced to powder. Let theſe ingredients 
be boiled together until they are reduced to the conſiſtency of common 


gyptiacum; then ſtir them until they are incorporated, and fit for uſe; 


From ſuch adminiſtrations a cure will be accompliſhed, 


STAGNATION or THz: BL O Ob. 


«LUIS diſorder is occaſioned by 5 1 a i to 
drink cold water, either when he is too warm, has been violently 


ridden, ſeverely exerciſed by hard OO or unuſually fatigued. 


IN theſe caſes, the delay of relief, even for an hour, may totally preclude 
the poſſibility of recovery. The afflicted animal will ſoon become a victim 
of the ſtupidity, and imprudence of his owner; nor is it refining too far to 


ſuppoſe, that, if he were poſſeſſed of verbal utterance, he would exclaim, 
to his thoughtleſs executioner ; * by tempting; me to drink, you have ſcattered 
within my injured frame, the ſeeds of a diſorder which tends rapidly to my 
death; and, although your ignorance may acquit you of wilful murder, yet, 
at leaſt, you ſhould ſtand charged with accidental death.“ 


Tas ſymptoms are cold death-ſweats, and ſuch a ſtoppage of the circula- 


tion, that, although the external veins were opened, or the tail, or even 
a limb cut off, the blood would not iſſue either from the orifice, or the 


amputation. 
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amputation, | Amongſt horſes, Who, on this occaſion, were apparently dead, 
I have been ſo fortunate as to recover numbers; and which, in others, might 


tend rather. to check than ſtimulate all endeavours to ſucceed ; have obſerved 
my expreſſed determination to adminiſter relief, received with mockery and 


abuſe. 


UN Arrzorzp by the inſults of the ignorant, I attempted, with ſucceſs, in 
the preſence of numerous ſpectators, to cure, at Richmond, in Surrey, a 
horſe, which was the property of Mr. Waterman, the maſter of ſome ſtages. 
In the courſe of the next month, I cured two horſes, belonging to Mr. 
Vernon, coach-maſter, in Bond- Street; aud in two months afterwards, 


I entirely recovered the horſe of Mr. Draper, coach. maſter, in Swallows | 


Street, 

To one of Mr. Vernon's horſes which lay, during four hours, motionleſs, on 
a dunghill, in a cold, dead-ſweat ; I adminiſtered, eight draughts, and twenty 
quarts of water-gruel. At the expiration of four hours, he recovered, raiſed 
himſelf on his legs, and ſmoaking with heat, although dane as cold as ice, 


walked into an adjoining coach-houſe. 


Tk remedy is, one ounce of ground pepper, two ounces of hartſhorn, 
one ounce of camphire, diſſolved in oil, and one ounce of liquid laudanum, 
adminiſtered in a long necked bottle, with a pint of warm mountain, 
Between each draught, two quarts of gruel are to be given, and repeated at 
the expiration of every half hour. The patient, if no hot dunghill is at 
band, for the conveniency of receiving him, muſt be well covered with a 
large quantity of ſtraw. When the draught has been repeated four times, the 
animal, in all human probability, will have fallen into a profufe, and ſalutary 


perſpiration. I have treated other horſes, in a ſimilar ſituation, ſuccetsfully, 


according to the following mode: 


Tax half an ounce of grated ginger, half an ounce of ground pepper, 


one ounce of camphire diflolved in ſallad oil, one ounce of liquid laudauum, 
and two ounces of hartſhorn. Adminiſter this recipe, every hour, in a pint 
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of warm mountain; and it is probable, that at the expiration of the 
| third hour, when three draughts has been taken, the patient, as 1 have 
frequently experienced, will not only be out of danger, but reſtored to 
perfect health. 


ANorHER efficacious preſcription is, two ounces of Venice treacle, one 
ounce of hiera picra, in powder, one ounce of pulveriſed bark, and four 
drachms of mullipedes, to be adminiſtered, in a pint of warm white 
wine. 4 | 


AN equally ſalutary preſcription is, one ounce of anniſeed, one ounce of 
bay berries, one ounce of ginger, one ounce of black pepper, all reduced to 
powder, one gill of aqua mirabilis, and one gill of aqua theriaca, to be admi- 
niſtered in a pint of freſh urine, and ſweetened with four ounces of London 
treacle. 


ANOTHER recipe, of which the medical virtues are extremely powerful, 1s, 
half a pint of peppermint water, one gill of brandy, two ounces of hartſhorn, 
and two ounces of allſpice, to be given in a pint of warm ſtale beer.

HES E are dt io two ſorts, the incidental, and 
accidental The former originates from epidemical maladies ; 
and frequently from the ſtrangles, which is not diſſimilar to the ſmall- 
| pox in human beings, that diſcovers itſelf in eruptions, on the ſurface 
of the ſkin ;, but, in the animal, it forms an abſceſs, or an impoſthume on 
the muſcular, or glandulous parts, and that becauſe the inflammatory matter 
takes its ſeat, in the arterial blood. When nature directs this morbid, and 
fermented blood through its proper channels, the abſceſs forms itſelf either on 
| | one 
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one, or both of the glands, under the jaw, where all thoſe Ciſtempered 
tumefaCtions ariſe, that are the forerunners of glandulous complaints. 


Wurn the abſceſs breaks internally, the blood being in a putrid ſtate, 
and the ſtrangles ſtill raging, a cancerous rotteneſs in the head, which 1s 


juſtly termed the glanders, will frequently enſue, and death, unleſs ſome . 


ſkilled, and fortunate practitioner ſhould intervene, will ufalhbly be the cer- 
tain conſequence. 


Wurxx the abſceſs breaks out in the ſhoulder, or in the groin, it is deemed 
the baſtard ſtraugles; but when it appears on the glands under the jaw, or 
under the car, it is, in fact, the real diſorder. + Should it be formed on 


the pole, or in the withers, it 1s frequently termed either the pole evil, or a 
fiſtula on the withers. 


In reſpect to the diſcovery of preventative medicines, or to the adminiſtra- 
tion of cures for this diſorder, it is neceſſary to aſſert, that no external, and 
accidental cauſe is ſo likely to baffle the medical ſkill of the practitioner, and 
that in the caſe before us; the matter is collected in thoſe deep punctures 


where it is difficult to occaſion a removal, and where, as the ſinus is not 


ſo dependent as to diſcharge it ſelf, the wounds become foul. 


DvuRiNG the firſt ſtage of the fiſtula, or pole evil, and when the ſwelling is 
forming, it will be neceſſary, firſt, to take away four pounds of blood, and, 
at the expiration of twenty-four hours, to adminiſter a doſe of phyſic, and to 
apply it to the part affected, anointing it, once in the courſe of the day, with a 

well incorporated repellent compoſed of eight ounces of hogs-lard, two ounces 
of oil of vitriol, and one ounce of oil of turpentine. 


A s8EcConD repellent, the application of which will be attended with a ſimilar 
fucceſs, is eight ounces of ſpirits of wine, two ounces of oil of origanum, 


two ounces of hartſhorn, one ounce of ſal armoniac, and one ounce of 
camphire. | 
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A TulRp repellent, to be uſed under the ſame directions is, half a pint, of 
train oil, one gill of oil of turpentine, and two ounces of oil of vitriol, 
which muſt be mingled together, in an open pan, until the fermentation has 
ſubſided; it muſt then be bottled, and well ſhaken previous to uſe. 


Axornzg ſimple remedy is, to bathe the part with hot vinegar, every f 
morning and night: or, apply, once in the day, a cold charge of half a pint 
of vinegar, or verjuice, two ounces of ſpirits of wine, half an ounce of cam- 
phire diſſolved in the two former ingredients, the white of an egg, and as 
much bole armoniac, in powder, as will reduce it to the conſiſtency of a poul- 
tice: or, melt equal parts of roſin, pitch, horſe turpentine, and ſtone brim- 
ſtone together. Apply either of theſe compoſitions to the place affected, where, 
without placing either flocks, or tow, which will not faſten, the operation muſt 
be performed with extreme rapidity, or elſe, as the ingredients cool faſt, no 
adheſion can poſſibly be obtained. This compoſition not only repels the tu- 
mours, but is equally efficacious againſt wind-galls, thorough-pins, blood- 
ſpavins, and other ailments, 


ALTHOUGH with the aid of phyſic, and unctions, applied twice in the courſe 
of the day, I have cured ſeveral of the above-mentioned complaints, yet I 
ſhall not preſume to aſſert, that they will all yield to ſuch modes of 
practice. On no occaſion, would 1 embrace the doctrine of infallibility in 
medicine ; and leaſt, amidſt theſe inſtances, where it is not from one, and the 
ſame cauſe, that all the variety of ſymptoms have originated. If the ſwell- 
ing appear to come forward, while the matter is forming, it is neceflary, 
to anoint the part with melted hog's-lard, for the purpoſe of encouraging 
its ripening. Where, alſo, the ſwelling 1s the ſofteſt, introduce the lancet, 
and having with as much white or yellow arſenic, as is equal in ſize to a 
horſe-bean, filled up the aperture, cloſe the orifice with a needle and thread, 
leſt the contents ſhould eſcape. In the ſpace. of fourteen or twenty days, it 
will be diſcovered by the diviſion of the dead parts, from the ſound, that the 
arſenic has taken the deſired effect. When the cavity is well opened, then let 
the cauſtic be waſhed all round, with the following lotion :

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T wo ounces of blue vitriol, boiled in a quart of vinegar, or verjuice, until 
it be reduced to a pint. and a half. Having taken it from the fire, add two 
ounces of ſpirits of wine, and one ounce of camphire, both of which muſt 
be diſſolved, together with one ounce of armenian bole, in powder. 


Tuts preſcription will keep down funguoſities, and accelerate the exfoliation 
of the cauſtic, from .the root, which being rotted away, diſcovers the 
cure to be effected. Previous to the uſing of this camphorated water, you 
muſt ſhake the bottle, as the contents may have ſubſided, by remaining un- 
moved. Warm a, gill at a time, and, with tow, ſecure it round the cauſtic. 
There is every reaſon to ſuppoſe that this mode of treatment will produce a 


Cure. 


SHOULD a ſinus have advanced, undiſcovered, it will be neceſſary, if the 
vacuum prove too ſmall, to make, provided it can be done with ſafety, a 
dependant inciſion, Should the ſinus lie deep, and appear foul, it muſt be 
tended twice or thrice, with butter of antimony ; or with one ounce of levi— 


gated ſublimate, in eight ounces of ſpirits of wine; or with one ounce of 


crude quickſilver, diſſolved in four ounces of aqua regia, or ſpirits of nitre 
fortis. If, after a few dreſſings, the ſinus be waſhed with vinegar, and the 
cavity filled up with pulveriſed French verdigreaſe, a cure will ſhortly be 
accomplithed : or, let the medicine be conveyed to the bottom by the means 
of a ſyringe, making the injection with one ounce of pure extract of ſaturn, in 
a pint of ſpring water. Theſe medicines ſhould only be applied every third day, 


Ix is neceſfary to obſerve, that the treatment which J have preſcribed, will 
ſtop gleets, and that joint oil, if properly adminiſtered, will have the ſame ſalu— 
tary effect. I have even ſtopped ſinous gleets with common egyptiacum, 
made of double diſtilled vinegar, honey, and the beſt French verdigreaſe, 
applying it hot every twelve hours, with a feather. Having alſo put tow- 
pledgets, moiſtened with proper ingredients, to the parts affected, I have 
fortunately cured horſes, which had been conſigned to the dogs, of the moſt 
alarming complaints in the knees, hocks, fetlocks, and paſtern joints. 
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A SIMILAR treatment will generally accompliſh the cure of a fiſtula, or, 
what is called a quitter in the foot, as well as in the head, ſhoulder, or any 
external part of the body. All theſe complaints, which, forming deep ca- 
verns, introduce a foulneſs within the muſcles, ſinews, ligaments, tendons, 
and cartilaginous parts, may be ranked under the denomination of fiſtulas, or 
finuous ulcers. Theſe morbid appearances acquire virulence, imperceptibly 
amidſt the difficulties which ariſe either from the impoflibility of diſcovering 
their ſeat, with the naked eye, or from the frequent impropriety of fully 
attempting to form with a knife, hot iron, or cauſtic, a dependent diſcharge 
with which the purulent matter muſt be carried away. In ſuch caſes, 
injections are requiſite, aud, provided they can be conveyed to the extremities 
of the punctures, will always effect a cure.

The Morbus Pediculoſus, or ſwarming of Lice. 


HIS diſorder, which is eaſily eradicated, prevents the animal from 

thriving. It viſits not only horſes which have been poorly nouriſhed, 

but thoſe which have been well kept, and are in good condition. One of the 

chief cauſes of it is the feeding upon hay made from the graſs that grows upon 
impoveriſhed land. 


In order to effect a cure, boil two pounds of baker's aſhes, produced from 
a quick wood, in four quarts of urine, and when it is reduced to three quarts, 
waſh the horſe with this lotion, which will acquire additional efficacy by 
the infuſion of four ounces of tobacco duſt, 


ANoTHER lotion, which muſt be adminiſtered once a day, is, four ounces 
of green copperas, four ounces of bay falt, and four ounces of pot afhes, 
boiled in four quarts of urine, until it is reduced to two quarts: or two 
pounds of quick lime, two pounds of common falt, one pound of ſoot, 
taken from a chimney in which wood has been burned, boiled in four. quarts 

| of 


one gallon of tanner's ooze, one pound of allum, and eight ounces of green 
copperas, reduced, by boiling, to half the quantity: or, which is extremely 
efficacious, eight ounces of, ſtave's acre, + four ounces of ſal armoniac, aud 
eight ounces of ſulphur vivum ; theſe ingredients muſt be boiled in four quarts 
of urine, until they are reduced to three quarts, , with which the patient 
muſt be waſhed thrice in three days. This lotion will not only cure horſes, 
but all animals that are thus affected, and may be depended upon when other 
remedies prove unſucceſsful. 


CUTANEOUS DISORDERS 


RIGINATE frequently from Curfeits, foul food, drinking ſtagnated i or 
putrid water, or over-heating the blood. 


Tre cure muſt ariſe from internal adinitifiration Should the body be 
corrupted by groſs humours, have recourſe to cathartics ; which, if un- 
ſucceſsful, bleed as neceſſity requires, and, to remove the tumours from 
between the hide and the cellular membrane, frequently introduce one or 


more rowels, agreeably to the malignancy of the diſorder. Fro rom this mode 


of ages ſucceſs N be OR on. 

Tax mange is divided into two kinds, the incidental, and the accidental. 
The human ſpecies, as well as all animals, are liable to this malady, which 
originates from low, unwholſome diet, an impoveriſhed ſtate of the blood, 
the foulneſs of the ſkin, and extreme uncleanlineſs.

42 DISEASES in HORSES, WITH THe 


Tuts diſorder is communicated by infection, either when one horſe is 
ſuffered to nib or bite another already afflicted with it, occupies a ſtall lately 
quitted by an infected horſe, wears the ſaddle or leathern collar of the latter, 
or is dreſſed either with his curry- comb or bruſh, 


On ſuch * it will prove highly ſalutary to prepare two pounds of 
fulphur of brimſtone, two pounds of antimony, eight ounces of prepared 
nitre, eight ounces of gum guiacum, and eight ounces of pulveriſed elieam- 
pane, mixing the whole together in a mortar; and then adminiſtering to the 
infected horſe, one ounce of this compoſition twice a day, in his corn, mixed 


with bran. 


Taz external applications are the following: Firſt, ſubdue eight ounces of 
quickfilver, with two pounds of hog's-lard, adding four ounces of tupentine, 
and four ounces of finely levigated gunpowder. When the whole is incorpo- 
rated, anoint the horſe from his pole, along both ſides of his neck and back, 

to the rump, and let the operation be repeated every other day. When the 
itching is removed, let the animal be well cleaned with ſoap and water. 


A SECOND external application is, two pounds of hop's-lard, eight ounces 
of ſulphur vivum, four ounces of ſal armoniac, and half a pint of train oil. 
Mix theſe ingredients together, with which rub. the horſe twice every other 
day. The powerful virtues of this compoſition. cannot be called in queſtion, 
yet, were an improvement neceſſary, it might be rendered doubly efficacious 
by the addition of four ounces of oil of tuxpentine. Theſe preparations 
taken, a cure will be accompliſhed immediately after the third dreſſing.

A THIRD external lotion 18, four ounces of ſublimate mereury, boiled in 
ſix quarts of urine, until it is reduced to four quarts, with four ounces of oil 
of turpentine, and one pint of train oil, This lotion, whieh is particularly 
efficacious, may be rubbed into the ſkin with a ſponge, an old bruſh, or a 
mop, adapted to the purpoſe. | I 


SYMPTOMS un MODE or CURE, 6 
A Four TE external application is, one pound of tobacco ſtalks, one pound 


of common dock-root, two ounces of finely levigated arſenic, and eight 
ounces of fulphur vivum, boiled in ſix quarts of urine, until they are reduced

A FIFTH remedy, equally efficacious, is, one quart of train oil, eight 


ounces of oil of turpentine, four ounces of fal armoniac, and eight ounces of 


ſulphur vivum, mixed together, and adminiſtered OY to the preceding

A srxrH external application, of great virtue, provided the caſe be ſimple, 
is, one pound of gooſe-greaſe, four ounces of oil of turpentine, fix ounces of 
burnt oyſter-ſhells, finely pulveriſed and ſifted, two ounces of camphire, and 
two ounces of ſal armoniac, diſſolved in ſpirits of turpentine, Mix theſe 
ingredients well together, and rub the horſe once a day. 


A vuvanre preſcription is, to rub the horſe, daily, on the parts where he 
appears to itch, with oil of tar. The laſt article is extremely efficacious, 
and its being ſo ſeldom enquired after, renders it a very great difficulty to 
obtain it at the chymiſt's.

A $8EconD inſtance muſt be remembered by Mr, Garth, of the Blue-Boar's 8. 
Head, in King - ſtreet, Weſtminſter, I was called in to undertake the cure of 
one of his horſes, whoſe leg had been broken a fortnight before, between the 
knee and the great paſſern joint, and was ſwelled to ſuch an extreme degree, 
that a farrier, who was conſulted, declared it to be a deſperate ſtrain. Hav- 
ing diſcovered that the bone was fractured iu two places, I immediately 
attempted to reduce the ſwelling, and, in three days, ſo far ſucceeded, that 1 
was enabled to ſet the leg. I then gave directions that the animal ſhould lie. 
in a double coach-houſe, from which I allowed him to walk, as frequently as 
he. choſe, to the drinking trough, that was ſituated in the adjoining yard. 

At the expiration of ſix weeks he was able to walk to Mr, Garth's marſhes, 


at Greenland dock; and in a fortnight from that Peri9g, he was Fete 
recovered.

Am1psT our endeavours to adminiſter a cure, when legs are broken, 
either between the foot and the hock, or between the foot and the knee, 
it will be neceſſary not only to bathe the part, when ſwelled, with a ſpi- 
rituous embrocation, but alſo to ſwathe it wich a broad bandage, in. order. 
to reduce the ſwelling, and to occaſion a. perſpiration. Next apply the 
uſual ſtrengthening charge, and ſwathe the leg with a canvas roller. Then 
procure an old boot, cut off the foot and top, and open it, down the back; 
afterwards let it be perforated on both ſides, ſimilar to a pair of ſtays, 
taking. care to pierce the holes at about the diſtance of half an inch 
from each other; when this altered boot is ſufficiently ſoaked to render the 
leather pliable, fix it as tightly as. poſſible ,on the leg, with the largeſt .end 
downwards, lacing | the fides together while it remains wet, with a proper 
Omg” as it. becomes Ve © it N ſo far ſhrink, as to Form a tight bandage,

FRACTURES in RHE JAW. 


"NDER this head I ſhall mention three particular caſes, in which the 
ſymptoms appeared to announce approaching death. 


A norst- belonging to Mr. Cole, hackney-coach maſter, | in - Groſvenor - 
Meuſe, was reduced to an incapability of receiving any ſuſtenance, in conſe- 
quence of a calloſity in the lower jaw, which, enlarging the bone, hindered - 
him from cloſiug his mouth. Thus deprived of the power of maſtication, 
he became a mere ſkeleton, and the farrier who was conſulted, reprefented 
the afflicted animal as incurable, and adviſed Mr. Cole, in pity to his torture, 
to have him .inſtantly. diſpatched. At this period, a friend warmly recom- 
mended an immediate application to me; and, being called in, I performed, 
with different inſtruments, a manual operation, exfoliating a callous ſubſtance 
which was ſeated on both ſides of the lower jaw; I next extracted ſeveral 
carious bones, aud- the ſpangs or roots of ſome of his teeth, which formed an 
opening within his mouth ſufficient to admit a large tennis-ball. Theſe 
operations were ſucceeded by the. application of a large ſponge, dipped in - 
vinegar and brandy, and confined, by. a proper baudage, to the. part affected, 
until the effuſion of blood was effectually ſtopped. On the ſucceeding morning, 
I- drefled the wound with common zgyptiacum, rendered warm, and the 
powder of gum euphorbium. 7 This proceſs ſoon. introduced a ſalutary digeſ- 
tion, together with, an exfoliation of the carious parts. As the wound became 
clean, I daily had recourſe to what I would earneſtly recommend. to. future 


uſe, common camphire water, moderately heated, and applicd by means of a 
| ' feather.. . 
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feather, In fix weeks I had the pleaſure to complete the cure; during which = 


period the horſe was kept alive by art, his drink being water-gruel, and five 
or ſix quarts of bean-gruel, adminiſtered every fourth hour in bottles. ; 


Tux ſecond caſe relates to a horſe belonging to Mr. Box, corn- factor, in 
Thames- ſtreet. The lower jaw of this animal had, in conſequence of a fall, 
been fractured in half; and I found it neceffary, for the purpoſe of ſtopping: 
the effuſion of blood, to cut off the part, together with the teeth. Several 
fractured bones were exfoliated ; and, at the expiration of n days, 
a . cure enſued. | 


A TarRD cafe FAIT atteſted by Mr, Curtis, coach-maſter, in Brudenell 
Meuſe, whoſe horſe had lauguiſhed under a total inability of receiving nou- 
riſhment. Having examined the part affected, I removed the callous ſub- 
ſtances, in order to diſcover the morbid cauſe, and having exfoliated ſeveral 
large carious bones, I ſhortly accompliſhed a complete cure. N 


CANCEROUS TUMOURS. 


HESE ariſe in any part of the body ; but my obſervations will par- 
ticularly apply to thoſe ifluing from 'the foot. Such diſorders, which 
few of the faculty can effectually cure, originate from a fuperabundance of 
the acrimonious juices, ſharp acids in the blood, and watery fluids. If the 
application of internal and powerful alteratives is long delayed, the art of 
eminent practitioners may probably prove unavailing, and no cure can be 
effected in leſs than a tedious length of time, and a conſiderable expence. 
Theſe diſorders will yield, in a ſhort period, to a judicious external applica- 
tion, provided they originate from accidental cauſes, amongſt which I ſhall 
_ enumerate bruiſes ; a wound from a nail; a puncture in the foot, oecaſioned 
by unſkilful ſhoeing; a fand-crack ; or a fruſh, Internal cauſes are, the 
: greaſe 
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greaſe in the heels, or grapy heels; dropſy in the legs ; the farcy ; or a 
vitiated ſtate of the blood. As this malady proceeds from a rank ſcuryy 
raging in the dependant parts, it evidently is the farcy, or the cancer in the 
head, which is the glanders, it cannot, therefore, be improper to ſtile it the 
external glanders at the foot, which will rot off, and be accompanied with 
inevitable death, unlefs the morbid affection be powerfully and rapidly 


— 


Ix as ſhort and conſpicuous an inveſtigation as I can poflibly adhere to, it 
will be proper to treat of thoſe diſorders which originate from internal cauſes, 


Frequent bleeding 1s neceſſary, and the admiuiſtration of powerful alteratives, 
either twice a day, intermix:d with the corn, or formed into balls, which 


muſt be given every morning faſting. 


— 


Tux efficacy of the following preſcription may be relied on: One pound 


of land or water-dock root, eight ounces of ſarſaparilla, one pound of wal- 
nut-tree bark, one pound of elicampane, two pounds of crude antimony, 


and two pounds of ſtone ſulphur. All the ingredients mult be pulveriſed and 


| mingled 1 in a mortar ; after which adminiſter either one ounce twice a day in 


powder, or two ounces every morning faſting, reduced to a conſiſtency with 


London treacle. 


Ix theſe maladies ariſe from an external cauſe, a regular mode of applica- 
tion muſt be adopted, as the likelieſt to effect a cure. Let the operator, 


therefore, proceed with temper and moderation, wlulſt he adminiſters the 
medicine, the virtues of which will either be powerfully aſſiſted, or totally 


counteracted, by the ſkill or ignorance which enforces it. The rapidity of 
the cure muſt proceed from the dexterous ſagacity with which the applications 


are directed. Firſt, put a rowel in the boſom, belly, or contrary buttock, 
which might act as a repellent, and occaſion a revulſion of part of the 
tumour, that it may  overbalance the power of the medicine. Until this 
mode of treatment has ſubdued the tumour, it is impoſſible to expect the 
accompliſhment of a cure. When the iſſue or rowel begins to ſwell, it is 
particularly neceſſary to dreſs the rotten and cankered parts with ſpirits of 


ſalt, in order to deſtroy the fungous, and putrid fleſh, In this place I warn 


the 
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the praQtitioner againſt the uſe of the ſpirit of ſalt, either when the parts 
appear ſound, or when the membrane is ſo exfoliated that the bone lies bare, 
'The application of oil of vitriol, nitre fortis, ſpirit of ſalt, aqua regia, or 
any cauſtic or corroſive, will occaſion extreme torture, produce ſet- faſts or 
exfoliations, and conſequently retard the cure; A procels of, this nature may, 
be juſtly ſtigmatiſed with the appellation of the moſt unfkilful practice. 
When the foul parts are dreſſed, apply an equal quantity of ſtrong ægyptia- 
cum, burnt or calcined vitriol, and_allum ; then ſpread the preparation on 
tow, and bind it firm on the part affected, with a ſtrong liſt or rope-yarn. 
Should the bandage be placed on the under fide of the foot, uſe ſtrong wooden 
ſplinters, which muſt be driven under the ſhoe, as firm as poſſible. I muſt 
here remark, that the bandage too violently comprefled, will occaſion torture, 
aggravate the complaint, and, of courſe, retard the cure; whilit a ligature, 
ſo ſlack that it cannot adhere to the part affected, will not leſs protract the 


. Pe l of an effectual recovery. 


Pros following theſe inſtructions, the diſcerning operator will be taught 
the proper application of bandages. The external of the hoof, ſole, or frog 
muſt, if poſſible, be ſo taken away that all the affected parts are expoſed to 
one point of view; otherwiſe, in healing one part, a ſufficient time would 
elapſe for the completion of the whole cure. It is requiſite alſo to obſerve, 
that whilſt the parts continue extremely foul, they muſt be dreſſed every 
ſecond day, to prevent an increaſe of impurities. As the parts become ſound, 
and the flux of humours ſubſide, a dreſſing ſhould be applied every third day, 
taking care to alter it in woe to the varying nature of the Plaer 


alleQed.

A PROPER application is, two dtacheas of nitre fortis, and one ounce by: | 
MA Us: tincture of myrrh. | 


Tre. beſt dreſſing is, four ounces of clean tar, and one ounce of oil of 
turpentine, ſpread upon the wound, and covered with tow. 
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O ſome occaſions I have had recourſe to one ounce of tar, and a quarter 
of an ounce of nitre fortis. Theſe I have applied, when mixed, to the 
[afflicted part, during the ſtate of fermentation. 


AnoTHER preſcription, for the ſame purpoſe, is, one quarter of an ounce 


of nitre fortis, mixed with an equal quantity of London treacle. 


In order to encourage the growth of the foot, and to harden the ſoft parts, 
let an equal proportion of tar and oil of turpentine be applied, every other 
day, remembering, at the cloſe of ſix or eight days, ſo carefully to pare the 
foot, that the growth may be preſerved in due regularity, preventing the 
excreſcence of the new parts from extending beyond the old; a circumſtance 
i that might, if not properly taken care of, introduce a ſecondary cauſe, which 
could not, in all human probability, be cured without a great deal of addi- 
tional troubleGQ. 


Sunourp the hoof be deſtroyed, in conſequence of a dilatorineſs to uſe 
ſalutary impediments againſt the progreſs of the diſorder, procure either a 
good leather or hempen ſhoe, into which place the foot, after it has been 


dreſſed, bound up, and” ſecured, by a proper bandage, from bruiſes, wet, 


and filth. 


To this full and candid inveſtigation of the ſucceſsful modes of cure, I 
ſhall ſubjoin ſome neceſſary reflections, for the peruſal of young and inexpe- 
rienced practitioners, who, having improperly adminiſtered a great, and, 
perhaps, diſcordant variety of medicines, ſelected from innumerable preſcrip- 
tions, are, at length, loſt amidſt alarming perplexities, and, in deſpair, re- 
linquiſh every proſpect of accompliſhing a cure. Let ſuch, when the 
impolitic recourſe to violent applications ſhall have cauſed a ſet-faſt, endeavour 
to exfoliate the bone, by mixing two drachms of the tincture of euphorbium 
with one ounce of compound tincture of myrrh. With this recipe dreſs the 


part daily, which will naturally accelerate the exfoliation. When the core or 


flough is extracted, nouriſh the wound with tincture of myrrh, and the 


injury will be effectually ſurmounted. 
5 H | nd Foul. 
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| Fovr. bones, and ſloughs of tendons, muſcles, ligaments, or cartilaginous 
parts, wherever ſituated, may, with perfect ſafety, be cured by this proceſs ; 
which, lowered four degrees, will prove equally efficacious in ſimilar diſ- 
orders incident to the human frame, 


V 


"AVING obſerved that theſe are generally, if not always, attended with 

a relaxation of the parts, I ſhall proceed to give ſome neceſſary infor- 
mation concerning their dilating and contracting nature. The elaſticity is in 
thoſe ſinews which ſo far admit of extenſion as to act without receiving, in 
conſequence, any material injury. When this dililation is forced beyond its 
proper tenſity, it is what is vulgarly called a ſtrain. On ſuch occaſions, that 
aſſiſtance muſt be had recourſe to, which, by its bracing and invigorating 
nature, is competent to recover that elaſtic motion of which the affected part 
has been deprived ; this eſtabliſhes a perfect cure. On the other hand, when 
the ſinews are dilated beyond their proper expanſion, ſo as to ſnap or break. 
aſunder, it is only properly denominated a, broken. tendon. In this inſtance a 
conſiderable length of time will moſt probably elapſe before the natural elaſ- 
ticity of the part can be recovered, which muſt be effected by bracing the 
parts, by actual or. potential cauteries, ſtimulating applications, ny firing, 


bliſtering, and ſweating the patient. 


TI following are amongſt the modes of cure: Boil a handful of common 
ſalt in a pint of milk, and apply the curds to the part affected, with a ban- 

dage. Repeat this application every morning and night, and, however ſimple 

it appears, it will generally accompliſh a cure. 


A skCOND preſcription: is, a gill of  bullock's gall, mixed with a. gil of 


rectified ſpirits. of wine. This adminiſtration muſt be efficaciouſly and power - 
fully, 
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fully rubbed into the part, once a day, taking care to ſecure it by a proper 
bandage, 4 b , t : | "1 


A THIRD, and not leſs certain remedy, is, a quart of old ſtale beer, reduced 
to the conſiſtency of a poultice, and mixed with four ounces of black ſoapy 
Wir muſt be 5 once in reg hours.

A FOURTH licacicus preſcription is, half a pint of old crab verjuice, or 


ſtrong vinegar, one gill of ſpirits of wine, half an ounce of diſſolved cam- 


phire, the whites of two eggs, and as much armenian bole, pulveriſed, as will 
reduce the whole to the conſiſtency of a cold charge, which muſt be ſpread 
on brown cap- paper, ſwathed properly on the part, and repeated once or twice 
a day, as the caſe requires. 


A rirr remedy is, one pint of old verjuice, one gill of oil of turpentine, 
and one gill of camphorated ſpirits of wine, well mingled together, 
Having ſhaken the bottle which contains theſe ingredients, rub the par 
once a day, if the injury be only light, and a ſpeedy cure will enſue, | 


A $1xTH preſcription is, one pint either of verjuice or vinegar, one gill of 
camphorated ſpirits of wine, the yolks of two eggs, one gill of oil of tur- 
pentine, and two ounces of ſpirits of ſal armoniac. When the bottle has 
been ſhaken, rub the ingredients, twice a day, well on the part. 


A gzvenTH remedy 1s, half a pint of that brown lacker of varniſh which 


is told at the rate of five ſhillings a quait 3 with this the ſtrain muſt, in mild 
weather, be chafed by a quick motion of the hand, by which means the 
medicine will be effectually imbibed. Should the ſeaſon prove cold, the appli- 
cation muſt be forced into the part with a ſalamander, always remembering 
to apply a proper bandage. If this preſcription 1s given every other Gays for 
three or four times, it will doubtleſs eſtabliſh a cure. 


Ax E16HTH remedy is, four ounces of boar's-greaſe, four ounces of pulyeriſed 


bole armoniac, four ounces of black ſoap, and four ounces of nerve oil, 
1 well 
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well incorporated together and rubbed, once a day, into the park, wick 4 
ſalamander. 


A nixru preſcription is, eight ounces of oil of turpentine, one pint of. 
train or linſeed oil, and four ounces of oil of vitriol ; the whole of which 
compoſition makes what is called black oil. "Theſe ingredients muſt be mixed 
in an open pan, and remain until the ebullition and fermentation has ſubſided. 
When this preparation is fit for uſe, pour. it into. a bottle, which muſt be. 
conſtantly ſhaken, previous to the adminiſtration, leſt the vitriolated and 
ponderous parts, which are moſt material, ſhould ſubſide and. center at the 
bottom. If, in any caſe, it appears neceſſary to augment the preſcription, 
and render it more powerful, add eight ounces of black oil, one ounce of oil 
of origanum, and one ounce of rectified oil of amber. For old ſtrains and 
ſtiffneſſes in the joints, no preſcription can be more ſalutary than the former. 


A TENTH remedy, of equal medical virtue, is, four ounces of petre oil, 
four ounces of oil of St. Johnſwort, four ounces of oil of Exeter, and four 
ounces of oil of bays. Mix the ingredients together, and apply them, 
every other day, to the part affected. 


AN ELEVENTH remedy is, four pounds of common falt, diſſolved in 
four quarts of ſpring water, previous to its being boiled; then reduce 
the whole, over a flow fire, to one quart, adding a quart either of old verjuice 
or vinegar, and one pound of ſoft ſoap. With theſe ingredients, the virtues 
of which are truly efficacious, bathe the parts while they are blood-warm. 
Should it be judged proper to diſguiſe it, add two ounces, of pulveriſed bole 
armoniac. A gill of this preparation muſt be applied warm, twice a day, 
obſerving to rub it well into the part affected, which it will properly brace 
and ſtimulate, whilſt it quickens the circulation of the blood. 


A TWELFTH preſcription 1s, four ounces of Barbadoes tar, and two ounces 
of oil of vitriol, which, after having. been properly ſtirred together, muſt 
remain twelve hours before raged can be uſed, If, on N other day, an 


ounce 
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ounce of this compoſition be applied, at one time, it will perform extraordinary 
cures, and particularly in caſes relative to the action of the joints. 


A THIRTEENTH remedy is, one quart of old ſtale beer, four ounces of 
black ſoap, and two ounces of oil of turpentine. Theſe muſt ſimmer over a 
flow fire, until they become of the conſiſtency of ointment, which muſt, 
every other day, be forced into the part with a ſalamander,

1 SHALL particulariſe the hot, dry Founder, and the cold, moiſt Founder. 
The firſt is generally incident to horſes which have ſtrong dry feet, that 
harbour the malady, through not having been judiciouſly pared by well- 


inſtructed practitioners. It ariſes, alſo, frequently from the condenſity of the 


roads that ſurbates the foot; from the drought of the ſtable, which not only 
occaſions the pores of the hoof to thicken, but deprives it of its natural 


flexibility, and from the convexed, and irregular form of the thoe. I have 


obſerved, that the: hoofs, and ſoles of the feet of ſeveral horſes have become 
putrid, and, at length, totally ſeparated in conſequence of the heat. On 
ſuch occaſions, the afflited animals ſhould be ſent to graze in low meadow 
grounds, for the purpoſe of cooling and affording them that moiſture they ſo 
greatly need. Theſe hot and dry feet ſhould be frequently, and judiciouſly 
pared away. Care ſhould alſo be taken to waſh the fetlock twice every day 
with urine on the firſt appearance of the diſorder. The horſe, when in the 
ſtable, muſt ſtand upon damp litter, and theſe precautions, together with the 


aſſiſtance of an expert ſhoe-maker, will prevent thoſe diſorders, by which ſo 


many valuable horſes are at length rendered unſerviceable to their owners. 
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Tu methods I have mentioned, will not only prevent thoſe bruiſes in the 
heels, which are commonly called-corns, but the diviſion, and the ſeparation 
of the hoof, vulgarly called the ſand-crack, the contraction of the hoof, and 


the fruſh. 


| SHouLD proper remedies be wanting, which can only be the caſe when the 
above precautions are neglected, ſimmer one pound of ſoft ſoap, and one 
pound of hog's-lard, in a pint of ſtale urme, until the whole 1s reduced-to 
the conſiſtency of a pomatum. Let this compoſition be rubbed in amongſt 
the hairs, on the top of the coronet, thrice a week, which will nouriſh the 
annular ligament from which the hoof derives its growth, and, by intro» 
ducing a proper coolneſs, prevent contraCtions, and exfoliations in any part 
of the foot. The cold moiſt Founder, when the inflammatory blood centers 


in the feet, is commonly called a fever, 

Tas name Founder is borrowed from the idea of a ſhip foundering at ſea, 
and very properly deſcribes the malady of which I am now treating, when 
the horſe, intirely deprived of the uſe of his feet, ſinks helpleſs to the ground, 
It rarely happens, that this dreadful malady is ſurmounted, before the conſe- 
quences of it are on the point of proving exceedingly pernicious, if not totally 
deſtruQive to the horſe who languiſhes beneath its violence. 


O ſkilful and immediate applications, I muſt confeſs, that ſome dependance 
may be placed; and ſhall therefore proceed to point out the various remedies 
that remove the cauſe of thoſe diſorders, and effeQually prevent their bad 
effects. This morbid affection originates either from the baneful imprudence 
of taking horſes from graſs, in a relaxed habit of body, and forcing on them 
an excrciſe more violent than they have ſtrength to ſupport, or from a cor- 
rupted ſtate of the animal frame, when an inflammation falls down into the 
dependent parts, and terminates in the feet; or from extreme labour 1n a ſultry 
ſeaſon, particularly if a horſe be full of fat, which is greaſe, and when over- 
heated, or melted, becomes an oil. This laſt caſe is of an alarming nature, 
aud only the molt ſkilful application can prevent it from terminating in death. 
The diſorder, likewiſe, ariſes either from ſevere fluxes, occaſioned by drinking 
hard lime water; the too exceſſive operations of violent, and unſkilfully pre- 


pared 
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pared cathartics ; immoderate exerciſe ; or water, which being too frequently, 
and improperly taken, may occaſion dangerous evacuations. If the feet are 
not ſecurely guarded againſt attacks of this nature, a ſeparation of the parts will 
enſue, by introducing a mortification in the bowels, or a putrid ſeparation of 
the hoofs from the ſoles of the feet. This malady is alſo incident to horſes 
who have been hard ridden or driven, on a full ſtomach. 


I REcCOLLFCT to have ſeen this obſervation exemplified in the caſe of a 
horfe, belonging to Mr. Crawford, a School-maſter, at Chiſwick. During 
the night, the horſe had eaten out of the corn-binn, nearly a buſhel of oats, 
and, on the next morning, was driven in a chaiſe, to a very conſiderable 
diſtance. Thus overcharged with provender, and ſeverely hurried, the poor 
animal was ſeized with a ſevere flux, when, with the utmoſt difficulty, Mr, 
Crawford had driven him home, he ſent for a farrier, who peremptorily 
pronounced that the ſeat of his diſorder was in his back. Incapable 
of ſtanding upright, and languiſhing under a ſtrong fever, gangrenes, the 
dreadful conſequences of a perpetually recumbent poſture, appeared over. his 
whole body, and ſcarcely any figns of life remained - At this criſis, when 
Mr. Crawford was adviſed to have the horſe diſpatched, 1 was conſulted, and 
my endeavours proved ſucceſsful, notwithſtanding his feet were mortified, the 
bottoms rotted, and the hoofs fallen off, and ſeparated from the coronet. 


IT is not vanity, but fan earneſt wiſh to 6 difficult remedies to a 
certainty, which leads me to announce my having been equally ſucceſsful in 
ſimilar caſes; and amongſt which was in that of a coach-horſe belonging to 
Mr. William Curtis, of Chertſea; of a horſe, the property of William 
Northey, Eſq; of Epſom ; and a third, not leſs extraordinary, of a coach- 
horſe belonging to her preſent Majeſty. Although ſeveral of the faculty had 
deemed the latter animal incurable, I was ſo fortunate as to reſtore him-to 


health and vigour. 


Nor to enumerate inſtances, of which I could produce an extenſive variety, 
I ſhall proceed to an inveſtigation of the modes of cure. In the firſt ſtage of 
this malady, having previouſly taken off the ſhoes, apply to the tops and 


bottoms of the feet, the following ingredients: A ſufficient quantity of onions |

. peeled, and bruiſed in a mortar, to which muſt be added four ounces of cam- 
phorated turpentme, two ounces of rectiſied oil of amber, and as much pul- 
veriſed armenian bole as will reduce this preparation to the conſiſtency of a 
poultice. This application muſt be repeated at the expiration of every twenty- 
fours hours. At the ſame period, take from the patient four pounds of blood, 
which operation may be performed three or four times. Should the horſe prove 
coſtive, adminiſter a clyſter twice every day, until he is ſufficiently relieved 
by evacuations. Adminiſter the fever ball, every night and morning, either 
in water or urine, agreeable to the directions, the ſame as in caſes of common 
fevers. Should the ſymptoms. appear dangerous, aud the febrific affections 
0 extremely nervous, adminiſter the fever powder according to the mode directed 
on the ſubject of putrid and inflammatory fevers. 


O other occaſions, Þ have given directions to take off the ſhoes, and to 
bind a piece of liſt extremely tight, during the ſpace of four, five, or ſix days, 
around that part which is below the hough, and under the bend of the knee. 

The legs muſt alſo be rubbed as low as the hoof, - with an. equal quantity.of 
\ brandy, and horſe or. gooſe greaſe. Every twenty-fours likewiſe adminiſter 
two drachms of emetic tartar, in a quart of water-gruel. If the nature of 
the caſe be ſimple, give the patient two ounces of prepared nitre diſſolved in 

water, and anoint his jegs with neat's foot oil. During this period, the horſe 

ſhould remain at liberty, with plenty of white water, compoſed of bran-flour, 
- or: oat-meal, conſtantly by his . ſide, that he may drink at pleaſure, and a 
perfect cure will generally enſue. 


Wu the morbid affection appears confirmed, and the feet, to which no 

- timely afſiſtauce was applied, has received extreme injury, the bottoms being 

convexed, cut down the heels, and ſides, and the toe as much below that 
bottom as poſſible. Then let the horſe remain on firm and dry groung | 


PROVIDED the ſole has not rotted, in order to expedite the cure, ſeer it, 
with a bar of hot iron, once in five or fix days, obſerving carefully to avoid 
giving the animal any pain in the operation, which is unavoidable when the 

fire, as is it's. nature, contracts too rapidly the relaxed. membranous parts. 


Should the membrane of the foot be bare, dreſs 1 it every other day with tincture 
of 
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of tar, on tow; and with clean tar, and oil of turpentine, mixed together, 
and applied either on tow, a muff of cloth, or a hempen ſhoe. When the 
ſole has recovered its ſtrength, let the horſe go barefoot, and the preſſure 
of his own weight will ſo deaden the part, that a ſpeedy cure will enſue. Once 
in a month or fix weeks, the raſp ſhould be applied to the hoof, if grown 
diſproportioned ; and in order to nouriſh and promote its encreaſe, andint it 
every other day with the following rb e l | 


Ox pound of tar, four ounces of mutton ſuet, eight ounces of ſoft ſoap, 
and four ounces of linſeed oil, which muſt properly fimmer over a flow fire. 


Ring-Bones, or Bone-Spavins, and Splints. 


HESE are either incidental or accidental. The firſt may be deemed 
| incurable. The laſt, ariſing from accidental cauſes, as bruiſes, ſtrains, 
tumours, or other caſualties, are to be cured by the adminiſtration of effica- 


cious medicines. 


Tx uſual reſource of moſt practitioners is bliſtering and firing, which, are 
at times ſucceſsful, but not always to be relied on. Others apply the bliſtering 
cauſtic in the ſize of a ſhilling, and on the center of the protuberance, adding 
to it one drachm of levigated arſenic, with which I have perfected many cures, - 
Having clipped off the hair to the exact ſize of a ſhilling, let the extremities. 
be anointed with ſoft ſoap, to confine the medicine to its proper place. Dry 
two drachms of common ſalt in a fire ſhovel, and having rubbed them until 
they become a levigated powder, put them into a gallipot, adding two drachms 
of oil of vitriol; having properly ſtirred the whole with a ſpatula, apply, 
with all poſſible haſte, the fermenting particles ; the fermentation will, during 


its continuance, throw out the protuberance, as the nut kernel is obtruded 
I | from 


* 
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from its ſhell, without either pain, or any imflammation of the limb: nor 
need the . be prevented from taking moderate labour. Such a proceſs, 
will, without any farther aſliſtauce,. accompliſh the intended cure. | 


A $EconD. cauſtic, in uſing which, I have been equally fortunate, is one 
drachm of levigated arſenic, put in a gallipot, with one drachm of oil of 
vitriol; this compoſition muſt be ſtirred until the vitriol has calcined the arſenic, : 
and the whole preparation become perfectly ſmooth. Then clipping from the 
center of the part, as much hair as-will- cover a ſhilling, defend the cireum- 
ference ſo effectually, that the medicine may not run beyond its neceſſary. 
limits. Afterwards by applying it gradually, and in ſmall quantities, the 
operation will prove ſo mild, and excite ſuch. little pain, that the horſe need 
not be hindered from any. reaſonable labour. 


A THIRD cauſtic, and of all others the moſt efficacious, is one drachm of 
pulveriſed euphorbium, added to. the vitriol and arſenic, aud applied agreeable. 
to the above direction. 


A FovurTH cauſtic, which frequently ſucceeds, is one drachm of 
vitriol, one drachm of ſpirits of nitre fortis, half a drachm of ſublimate, 
and half a drachm of euphorbium. But it is neceflary to remark, 
that ſo powerful a preparation is never to be tampered with, and muſt be 
applied with the niceſt caution and diſcernment. I have frequently exfoliated 
eſcars by exciting a ſalutary perſpiration, with one ounce of the true oil of 
origanum, two drachms of tincture of euphorbium, and half a drachm of 
ſublimate, the whole to be repeated every other day. Or, one ounce of ſpirits 
of nitre, put into a bottle, with two drachms of crude quick- -filver. When 
the fermentation has. ſubſided, add one drachm of oil of origanum, and apply 

it to the part twice in forty-eight-hours.. I have obſerved excreſcences exfoliated 
by lapis infernalis, being applied freely for the ſpace of ten minutes. On 
ſome occaſions, I recommend, as the preparation produces neither pain, tu- 

mours, or inflammation, two drachms of ſoap lees, two drachms of levigated-: 
quick-lime, and two drachms of ſublimate, mixed with one ounce of ſoft ſoap. 


This application muſt be repeated twice in four days,

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I cannoT recommend theſe recipes too ſtrongly ſince, whether in their 
action or counteraction, they ſo effectually aſſiſt each other, that, by inſenſible 


and ſimple means, they ſpeedily accompliſh a perfect cure.

A THIRD remedy, to be daily 1 is, an equal quantity of ungventum | 
album, and 2008 oil, well mixed ner. 


A roun rz remedy is, a pomatum, compoſed of four ounces of mutton 
ſuet, two onces of bees-wax, eight ounces of hog's-lard, and half a pint of 
ſalad oil; which laſt article muſt not be infuſed until all the preceding 
ingredients are melted. When this compoſition is taken off the fire, add four 
ounces of pure extract of ſaturn, continually ſtirring it until it becomes 
almoſt cold; otherwiſe the extract, which is of a-ponderous nature, will ſettle 
at the bottom. This efficacious remedy, ſuperior to moſt others, muſt be 
applied daily. Its virtues will a& powerfully in caſes of blotches, carbuncles, 
pimples, warbles, ſcrophula, bowel-galling, chaffings, inflammations, and

A THIRD remedy is, four ounces. of ægyptiacum, four drachms of finely; 
levigated lithrage of gold, and two drachms of lapis calaminaris, properly 
levigated.

Great ſucceſs may be expected from this mode of practice. 


Tu cuſtom of waſhing the legs of the horſe, twice a day, with ſtale 
urine, effectually prevents the neceſſity of having recourſe to other remedies, 
by drying up, repelling, and abſorbing the tumours, and introducing a- 
perſpiration which, co-operating with the efforts of nature, would eradicate- 
the growing. ſeeds. of the diſeaſe. 


Tux moſt ſalutary effect would likewiſe follow, were it poſſible to accuſtom 
the horſe to eat falt and tobacco in his provender, in-ſmall-quantities at a time. 
The ſalt would act by ſtool and urine, and the tobacco carry through the 
glands thoſe watery humours which the abſorbent- veſſels cannot diſperſe. 
The operations of theſe ingredients would drain the outlets and interſtices of 
the ſkin, and relieve the capillary veſſels from that flux of blood flowing too 4 


quickly towards the extremities. 
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H E appellation of a curb is applied to three morbid affections. of 
theſe one alone is incidental, ariſing from humours in the blood; 
whilſt the ſecond originates from bruiſes ; and the laſt from ſtrains, 


"This mods of curing is different, which I ſhall immediately communicate 
to the practitioner. To cure that which ariſes from humours, and morbid 
habits of the body, phyſic is eſſentially neceſſary. A cold charge muſt alſo 
be applied to the part; or any abſorbing or aſtringent oils; an equal quantity 
of oil of origanum, black oils, with origanum; Goulard's, and oil of tur- 
pentine; or the pure extract of Saturn; or equal parts of hot vinegar, and 
ſpirits of wine; or the ſtimulating particles of a mild bliſter, a mode of 
treatment which will leave no blemiſhes of the diſorder, 


- Tazzz are-curbs which originate from bruiſes, to which a horſe is fre- 
quently.liable in open countries, where the heavy gates, erected to divide the 
pariſh- boundaries, recoiling too ſwiftly, with their own weight, ſtrike ſud- 
denly againſt his hough, and by bruiſing that part of the ſinew, a curb 
frequently enſues. In this caſe, if the horſe enjoys a proper ſtate of health, 
and is of a ſound conſtitution, phyſic is entirely needleſs, and a cure will be 
accompliſhed from a ſtrict adherence to the foregoing preſcriptions. 


A HORsE,.. whoſe body has been relaxed through violent labour and fatigue, 
will moſt probably be afflicted with a curb, and particularly if he has been 
compelled to carry or draw too great a burthen for his ſtrength. He will alſo 
prove the more likely to. contract this injury, if he be crooked in his hough, 
like a butcher's gambrel, or out of true proportion, a circumſtance to which 
it is common to apply the epithet. of under-legged. In both theſe caſes the 
ſtrain or. preſſure muſt be violent on that part of the leg. A curb of this 


nature will battle every medical attempt to adminiſter a cure, without the 
afhſtance 
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aſſiſtance of actual firing, from which, if judiciouſly applied, a ſucceſs that 
would not reſult from any other mode of treatment may be expected. After 
firing, apply as much powder of cantharides as may be placed within the 
circumference of a ſhilling, and cover this invigorating charge with hair, 
cut tow, or flocks, in order to preſerve the part from the drying quality of 
the air, until the fire is extracted by the ſuppuration and digeſtion of the 
place affected. When the charge has fallen off, the air will be of infinite 
ſervice in curing and healing the fiſſures. The efficacy of this raed is 
indiſputable. | K

1 DER this article may be enumerated accidental bruiſes, impoſthumes, 
tumours ariſing between the hair and hoof, from punctures, ſtabs, 
quitters, and any ulceration formed on the annular ligament, which is 
commonly called the coronet. Theſe occaſion a ſinus, a ſwelling, and fun- 
guoſities, attended with ſuch a contraction of the foot, as either deprives 
the animal of the power to move, introduces an exfoliation of the hoof, 
terminates in a clubbed foot, or occaſions death. The accidental intro - 
duction of a channel nail, improper treatment of thoughtleſs and inex- 
perienced practitioners, a ſtab near the coronet, or any injury tending to 
thoſe particular parts, may occaſion the ſubject of which I am now treating. 
By adhering to the following ſalutary methods, the above W ſymptoms 
will be effectually prevented. 


fr HAVE Cured ſeveral animals, even in a ſtate of mortifieation, and when 
they were abſolutely given over as incurable, Although. their deſperate

Ir the foot is much e the coronet ſwelled ſo as to hang over the 
parts beneath it, and the action of the joint entirely loſt, every attempt to 
perform the operation in a ſtanding poſition, muſt increaſe the torture under 

which the patient languiſhes. The propereſt mode is caſting and confining 
him in ſuch a manner, that he can neither commit or receive any injury. 
On this occaſion it is requiſite to pare the foot, draw the grove round the ſole, 
and fo effectually to eaſe the laſt, that it may be extracted with the greateſt _ 
facility. Then with a cauteriſing iron, adapted for the purpoſe, make two, 
three, or four inciſions, at the diſtance of an inch each, in the middle of the 
ſwelling, above the coronet, filling them with levigated ſublimate, and cloſing. 
them with tow. Having ſpread a common bliſter plaiſter on brown paper, 
bind it round the coronet with a cloth, and apply to the bottom of the foot 
bran and ſalt, to effectually ſtop the effuſion of blood. At the expiration of 
forty-eight hours, open the foot, and apply every other day, bruiſed nettles 
and falt, until it becomes dry. Then adminiſter clean tar and oil of tur- 
pentine, every other day to the ſole of the foot, in order to harden and 
encourage its growth. When the cauſtics becomes exfoliated, repeat the 
bliſter, and, having ſpread it, leave the part open. It is abſolutely neceſſary 
to tie up the horſe's head, during the ſpace of twenty-four hours, -until the 
ſevere operation of the bliſter has e 


From purſuing. ſuch a ſalutary mode of practice, you may depend upon 
experiencing the happieſt ſucceſs, and, in the end, obtain that medical repu- 
tation, which is the moſt laſting, from being acquired by the cure of the 
moſt deſperate diſorders. 


 SHouLD theſe cauſtics not be attended with the deſired ſucceſs, actual firing 
mult be adminiſtered, and eight, ten, or twelve feſſures made around the 
coronet, as the neceſſity of the caſe may require. This mode of procedure 
has, during my practice, proved fo fortunate, that I am induced, from motives

N inveſtigation into the cauſes of this diſorder, and the adoption of 
efficacious remedies, is a taſk involved of ſuch, perplexing difficulty as 
to completely batile the judgment of a multitude of practitioners, vw ho eſtimate 

themſelves upon their {kill in farriery, It would extend this treatiſe to an 
enormous length, was I to enumerate the many inſtances that have occurred 
to my knowledge, of horſes who have either periſhed, or been deſtroyed, tor 
want of the aſſiſtance of an able operator. The reader will not wonder at the 
frequency of theſe events, when he is informed, that without a knowledge 
of anatomy, it would be the greateſt difficulty imaginable to reach the ſeat of 
the diſorder, which muſt indiſpenſibly be diſcovered prior to the eſtabliſhment 
of a cure. Far different from the coinmon core, the latter being ſkin- deep. 
is brought forward by drawing poultices, whilſt an enſuing ſuppuration and 
ſalutary digeſtion will occaſion the divided parts to incarnate, and, in the end, 
become quite healed. 


Or the former, which is called the Pincore, it is necefſary to eng the 
| cauſes, conſequences, and modes of cure. It originates from inflammatory 
matter having gathered in the arterial blood. The arteries are guarded by - 
muſcles, ligaments, and tendons, in and round the paſtern joint, and the 
inflammatory matter being concealed, occaſions a deep puncture; and fre- 
quently a painful gleet euſues in thoſe parts, or is attended with febrific 
ſymptoms. | 


In the laſt caſe, bleeding is proper, together with the adminiſtration of the 
common fever-ball, aud a temperate regimen of maſhes, water-gruel, or 
white water. The generality of practitioners imprudently apply poultices, 
which, inſtead of drawing out the core, impels towards it a more copious 
quantity of blood, and flux of humours, which not only prevents it from 
forming, but totally obſtructs either the ſuppuration or the digeſtion of the 


wound. A ſuperabundant quantity of blood, collected at the part, ſerves 
only 
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only to aggravate the complaint, whilſt the ſmall aperture of the wound, 
and the calloſity of the ſurrounding fleſhy ſubſtanes, occaſions fuch a fre | 
on the 8 wein, as obſttuets the * of the blood. | £ 

Is this caſe the remedy muſt proceed from a ſkilful operator, who, with a 
guarded and proper knife, muſt make a tranſverſe inciſion, for the purpoſe of 
giving vent to the tumour, and of filling the part full of tow, that the 
mouth of the wound may be kept open until the ſucceeding day. Then the 
bandage muſt be opened, and the bottom of the wound tented either with 
ſublimatèe and ſpirits of wine; butter of antimony ; one drachm of quick- 
ſilver, in one ounce of ſpirits of uitre fortis; or with ægyptiacum, rendered 
warm. Such applications will excoriate a ſlough, and by the introduction of 
a ſuppuration, - the callous edges will rot and exfoliate. Hence muſt ariſe a 


quick aud perfect cure.

After the expiration of fourteen days, let 
the ſeton be extracted, to prevent a blemiſh, and force into the part, with a 
hot ſalamander, half a pint of ſpirits of wine, ſtrongly camphirated. 
Afterwards mix together eight ounces of nerve ointment, eight ounces of 
ointment of marſhmallows, and two ounces of rectified oil of amber; - when 
theſe ingredients are well incorporated together, anoint the part with them, 
by means of a hot ſalamander. If this proceſs 1s repeated once in three days, 
three ſucceſſive times, a cure will enſue. 

Auer gn effectual remedy, in a caſe of long ſtanding, is, four ounces of 
hog' s lard, four ounces of oil of bays, half an ounce of pulveriſed cantha- 
rides, two drachms of very finely levigated ſublimate, two drachms of oil of 
origanum, and two ſpoonfuls of Barbadoes tar, which muſt be incorporated 
in a mortar. If a ſufficient quantity of this compoſition be only once ſxil- 
fully aud effectually worked, with a ſalamander, into the morbid part, a cure 


will certainly take place. 


 SHovuLD a lameneſs have ariſen in the coffin joint, make a fiſſure, with an 
inſtrument adapted for the purpoſe, round the coronet, between the hoof and 
annular ligament, fo that the medicine may penetrate the more deeply into 
the part. Clip off the hair, and with a ſpatula ſpread the bliſter well on, 
forcing it in with a bar of hot iron. This mode of treatment is equally 
efficacious. |

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Of Windgalls in the Hock, Knee, and Back Sinews, 


NONCERNING the treatment of this diſorder, it is neceſſary to premiſe, 
that, 1f the ſeaſon will permit, the horſe ſhould remain at graſs, ta 
prevent an inflammation from falling to the part affected; a circumſtance 
which would greatly retard the cure. If no opportunity preſents itſelf of 
turning the horſe into a field, he muſt be ſuffered to walk in an extenſive and 
unconfined place. Either bleeding or phyſic is alſo neceſſary. Give him bran 
maſhes, mixed with ſulphur, nitre, and antimony. This proceſs, together 
with proper care being taken to Ty him temperate, will eſtabliſh an effectual 


cure. 


Previous to the adminiſtration of the following remedy, clip as much hair 
as will lie within the circumference of a ſilver penny, from the center of the 
wind-gall; mix together one drachm of levigated arſenic, and one drachm of 

oil of vitriol, which will calcine the arſenic, with which it muſt be well 

incorporated ; then having added one drachm of pulveriſed gum euphorbium, 
apply it to the wounded part, with a ſpatula, for the ſpace of five minutes, 
placing ſoft ſoap round the extremities to prevent its ſpreading, and to limit 


the bounds of the cauſtic.

Tus Cords, or a contraction of the Muſeles of the Neck, is a diſorder 
which frequently attacks a horſe, who has ſtood, after being over-heated-near 
a draught of air. The afflicted animal equally diſabled from ſtooping and 
drinking, languiſhes with a violent ſtiffneſs of the neck, whoſe frame moves- 
as if it were condenſed into one piece, until, with every other enjoyment, he 
loſes the power of lying down, and at length becomes entirely emaciated. 
Theſe diſorders equally originare from internal n external cauſes. |

Tun ſymptoms of theſe diſorders are, che lol of fleſh, 4 neben which 
precludes all poſſibility of enjoyment, a total deprivation of the loſs of all the 
faculties, and in conſequence of the contraction of the muſcles, ſuch an 
incapability of extending the body or lowering the neck and head, as muſt 
entirely prevent the afflicted animal when turned into the field from ſupporting 
his exiſtence by feeding upon the herbage; a pale languor in the eyes, the loſs 


of maſtication, and of courſe, the want of that nouriſhment which ariſes

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from ene and well digeſted oats; evacuations of provender whole; a 
painful ſhrinking from the touch ; and a total depriyation of ſpirits ; ; all of 
theſe afflictions, unleſs ſpeedily removed, muſt quickly terminate in death.

Tux patient's drink muſt be white water, water-gruel, or maſhes of bran, 
and if he is able to take any aliment, prepare boiled oats, boiled barley, or 
malt maſhes, rendered ſo thin, that he may drink the liquor, and afterwards. 
eat the maſh. If he proves coſtive, adminiſter a clyſter, and twice in 
the courſe of the day, one drachm of tartar emetic in a pint of nk.

Tun external applications ſhould be powerful fomentations, embroca- 
tions, ſpirituous lexiviums, unctions, _ bliſtering, or euphorbium ointment. 
Laſtly, it will be neceflary to inſert a long ſeton- on both fides of the- 
neck, and on the great muſcle, which will be extremely ſwelled. Let 
him remain at liberty in a ſpacious place, and when the ſetons diſcover a 
wholeſome digeſtion, prepare eight ounces of hog's-lard, and half an ounce 
of gum euphorbium.

Wars the body of the patient has acquired a ſalutary temperature, admi- 
niſter one pint of the decoction of bark, ſweetened with four ounces of 
London treacle, and two ounces of the reſtorative high cordial ball. One 
gill of the extract of the gums, as mentioned in a former part of the work, 
given in a pint of warm ale, will, though an expenſive, prove in general an 
effectual remedy, even in caſes of a decline, where the virulence of the diſorder 
has not advaneed W the poſſibility vf a recovery.

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DIS EASES IN THE E v E 8. 


N conſtitutional diſorders, a recovery is exceedingly doubtful ; but in habi- 

tual caſes, ſucceſs may be expected from ſuch alteratives as purify the 
habit of the body. Defluxions, violent -colds, fevers, inflammations, 
and tumours, are all within the reach of medicine, as are likewiſe 
ſtrains from extreme labour and accidents in general, and the irritations of 
the membrane, which occaſions an inflammation. The ſudden ſtoppage of a 
tumour, greaſy heels, a cankered frog, or even a running fruſh, will prove 


a 


dangerous, provided the practitioner neglects to make a rey ulſion. As are alſo; 


Wolf's Teeth, which ſubjects the horſe to the moſt exquiſite pain, if not 


drawn in proper time. All diſeaſes. in the eyes that proceed from internal 
cauſes, are eaſily to be cured by the proper application of. Sahsstics, diu retics,, 
and powerful alteratives. SF 


Tas following remedies are edis e to ah thoſe com blue 


pe e eye, which en "ons external cauſes. 


Tas FIRST piaſarigtion that n recommend is, one pint of water 
that has been boiled and filtered, two drachms of extract of ſaturn, and one 


drachm of camphire diſſolved in ſpirits of wine. This, with a ſmall ſponge, 


muſt be applied to the eye thrice a day, aud will prove an exccliont e 
n in caſes of . defluxions. | 


A SECOND of equal virtue is, half a gill of the juice of houſeleek, a gill of 
plantain, anda gill of roſe- water, with which the eye mult be walked: n, 
every day, until ws cure is accompliſhed. | 


'A THIRD, no lefs 3 than the two former, is, one pill of reſe- 
water, one gill of plantain-water, two drachms of finely pulveriſed lapis cala- 
minaris, and two drachms of tutty, to be uſed twice every day, and the bottle 
well ſhaken every time prior to the adminiſtration. 


_ A FOURTH | 
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A FovRTH preſcription, which is particularly ſalutary in rheums, defluxions, 
-and where the virulence of the humour has ſpread, even to the arterial veſſels of 
the head, is, one drachm of white vitriol, and one drachm of allum fingly 
levigated and diſſolved in a quart of boiled and filtered water This ſimple, 
though ſucceſsful compoſition is, in order to expedite, the much to be deſired 
cure, to be applied every two hours, which duly obſerved, will prove equally 
ſerviceable to human WE 


A FIFTH remedy, to be applied in caſes where the eye has received a bruiſe 
or a blow, is, two ounces of conſerve of hips, two ounces of conſerve of 
roſes, and one. drachm of camphire, diſſolved in one ſpoonful of ſpirits af 
wine, or beſt proof brandy. Theſe ingredients having been well mixed 
together, muſt be made into a cataplaſm, and confined on the eye in a ſimilar 
manner to a poultice. This treatment muſt be repeated every twenty-four 
hours, which will prevent a mortification, bring on a ſuppuration and di- 
geſtion, and remove the moſt intenſe pain at the ſame time, as it will 


nouriſh and heal the eye.

on che Feet of Horſes, together with the moſt proper by 
Na e Method of Shoeing 


H ESE reflections, the reſult of long experience and obſervation in the 


practice of Farriery, are intended for the benefit of that uſeful animal, 
the horſe, in order to reſcue his feet from the lawleſs ravages committed on 


them by the paring them away, through the ignorance of common operators. 


Tux greateſt uſe and attention imaginable ought to be employed on the feet 


of a horſe, ſince, if they are neglected, you deſtroy his uſefulneſs either for 
the ſaddle or draught. As the feet of horſes are of a different make, the 
readieſt and moſt natural way of preſerving them is, to adapt the ſhoes to the 
feet, not the feet. to the ſhoes, by a needleſs waſte af hoof, eſpecially, as. 
moſt diſorders. owe their riſe to the unſkilful'treatmeut of the feet. 


Trouvcy much has been faid on this ſubje& by different authors for a 


century paſt, rather from pretended theory-and empty fpeculation, than from 


a courſe of obſervation-and experience, concerning the method of cure for the 
different diſeaſes in horſes,. yet very little real improvement has been made in 
the art of healing, ſince * 9 of Mr. Andrew Snape, Farrier to Charles 
the Second.

* - 
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Tas uſe and abuſe of. that noble and uſeful animal, were-not in his time 
carried to the height they are now, by which his frame is thrown into various 
diſorders which require the cloſeſt attention to underſtand and remove. 


So valuable an animal claims the patronage of the gentlemen of the honour- 
able ſocicty inſtituted for the improvement of the arts, by giving encourage- 
ment to the faculty of Farriers, aud raiſing an emulation among them to excel 
in their profeſſion. 


IT 1s 1 truth, that the maſters in general are too ſelf-ſufficient to be 
inſtructed, and the journeymen too obſtinate to be reproved or perſuaded to 


deviate from a cuſtomary practice. 


EvER days experience ſhews the great encreaſe of lame horſes in this king- 
dom, which 1s remarked by foreigners, as a a diſgrace peculiar to this country. 


Trs faculty are too often miſtaken concerning the ſeat of lameneſs in a 
horſe, deeming it to be in the ſhoulders, when it is really in the feet, as was 
proved in a court of juſtice before Lord Mansfield, againſt a great number of 
the profeſſion, who poſitively ſwore that-the horſe was ſhook in the-ſhoulders, 
though he was proved to be lame from a contraction in both his feet, and he 


afterwards obtained a cure at my horſe infirmary. 8- 


From the, remarks I have made in the courſe of forty. years practice, I 
have diſcovered that not one horie in a hundred is liable to be lame above the 
knee. Fifteen out of twenty are abſolutely lame- in the feet from the various 
cauſes, ſuch as corns, fruſhes, ſand-cracks, relaxations, contractions, being 
pricked by a nail, wounded by a channel nail, bruiſed by a ſtone or ſhoe, 
ſurbated by hard riding, or by driving horſes when heated into a pond of cold 
water. Thus chilling the blood, and cauſing a ſtagnation at the extremities, 
& c. by preventing a proper circulation. Alſo, through the faulty and ill 
ſhaped convexity of the ſhoes, eſpecially upon the declivity of the ſtreets, and 
when the roads are hard, together with the great encreaſe of motion ariſing 
between two ſuch hard bodies as the ſhoe and the ground, producing actual 
fire, not unlike that proceeding from ſtriking the flint againſt the ſteel. When, 
therefore, 
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therefore; a horſe travels at the rate of Ee ms an hour, ahe ſhoe from the 
friction againſt the ground, muſt acquire a very great degree of heat, which 
cannot fail to be communicated to the internal parts of the foot. Moſt of 
the above complaints affect the fore feet. The real cauſes of which I ſhall 


explain, and lay down in what manner it is beſt to guard agaiuſt ſuch cauſes, 
aud prevent their effects and conſequences. 


"Tae firſt ſep that is generally taken to deſtroy the happineſs of this animal, 
is to confine him in a hot and dry element, the ſtable, inſtead of a cold and 
' moiſt one, the earth, and in direct oppoſition to the dictates of nature. By 
this means the blood is kept in a ſtate of immoderate heat, which dries up 
that nouriſhment which the nervous part of the foot requires. 


Tux ground of the ſtall in which the horſe is to ſtand, ſhould be nearly on 
a level, the middle rather on a deſcent, that the damp and ſalts of his urine 
may aſcend to his fore feet, and he reap that benefit, whether ſtanding or 


lying, which nature actually requires. By this means, ſtopping and greaſing 
would of courſe be ſuperceded. 


THz above method being the moſt natural, the fore feet would receive the 
ſame benefit, and recover their elaſticity and dilatation with the hinder feet ; 
nor would the farriers have occaſion to uſe fire, or any injudicious means, to 
ſoften the fore feet, for the greater eaſe in paring. Through the want of 
obtaining the proper elaſticity, a contraction of the foot is produced, vul- 
garly called a dry founder; a diſeaſe which is termed by the dealers, ſoreneſs 
or groggineſs; deemed incurable, and can be compared to N ſo properly 
as to the gout in human beings. 


"In ſuch caſes as the above, the foot muſt be kept as cool as poſſible, and 
the toe extremely ſhort ; but if ſtrong in the front, as moſt are, it muſt be 
properly weakened with a raſp. This ſhoe is to be ſhort, concave, and 
circular, that the horſe may tread on that ſpongy part of the foot which 
nature has allotted for his uſe, called the frog, on which the tendon 
reſts, and which RW ſhould reſt upon the ground. If my meaning 


here 
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hoe! is not thoroughly underſtood, I will be more explicit. The animal 
ſhould tread in the ſhoe juſt as he would tread on the extreme horny part of 
the hoof and frog without the ſhoe. This will afford a free circulation of the 
blood, which was before impeded in tlie contracted parts. of the foot. 


Tun concave ſhoe will prevent the horſe from ſliding or falling from the 
convexity or declivity of the ſtreets, the frog being unguarded or expoſed 
ſerves for a ſcotch or ſtop. : 


' Orr: anceſtors fee to guard the weakeſt part of the foot by covering the 
toe, and then the horſes were all in a ſtate of ſoundneſs. How we come to 
deviate from ſo excellent a practice is altogether unaccountable. From having 
guarded the heels and frog, our beſt horſes have been crippled. The heels, 
frog, and bars of the foot are ſufficiently guarded by nature, and our unre1- 
ſonable method of deviating from that practiſed by our anceſtors, is a ſure 
means of compleating the animal's deſtruction. 


War a foot becomes too weak, relaxed, and dilated, it is called a wet | 
founder, a fleſhy ſole, and termed by the faculty a pumice foot, in which 
caſe the convex ſhoe is requiſite, The horſe ſhould ſtand in a dry ſtall, and 
by the principle on which the ſhoe is formed, the feet will become contracted, 
by which means it will grow ſtrong, the membrous ſubſtance fall or ſubſide, 
and recover its priſtine perfection. "4 ; 


Ir is always to be obſerved, as an infallible rule, that when a horſe's foot 
begins to grow ſtrong, it becomes ſmall ; at the ſame time, and on the con- 
trary, when inclining to grow large, the foot becomes weak. This is 
evidently owing to too much or too little flexibility in the different feet. 
Oppoſite ſhoes are in theſe cafes to be oppoſed to oppolite diſorders. - | 


In feet which are neither concave or convex, and which I deem neither too : 

ſtrong nor too weak, I recommend a flat ſhoe of ſuch a couſtruction as not to 

admit either of contraction or dilatation. This I call a preventive ſhoe, and 

was it to be applied to horſes at three or four years old, would prevent any 
variation 
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variation in their feet during the retiander, of their lives, e. bn: happened 
from ſome unforeſeen caſualty. - | 


Taz great nicety now required in ſhoeing horſes, calls for greater geniulles, 
as well as more time to complete the buſineſs. And though the advance in 
ſhoeing within theſe twenty years paſt, is far from being adequate to the. 
labour; yet if the j Journeymen were not compelled to work ſo hard, they would 
require a much leſs quantity of ſtrong liquors to enable them to ſupport their 
fatigue, and, conſequently, be leſs ſubjected to be intoxicated, to the entire 
deprivation of their reaſon and judgment. When men are incapable to judge 
for themſelves, how 1s it poſſible TY ſhould be capable to Judge. for a dumb 
animal? | 


Ir the labourer was better paid, a different ſet of people from thoſe now 
generally employed, would be encouraged to become good artiſts, and to excel 
in the mechanical branch, through taking greater pains, and not hurrying 
over their buſineſs in the manner generally practiſed; a treatment from which 
horſes experience all their ſufferings, and, if capable of utterance, would 
point themſelves out far better remedies than the geverality of thoſe who 
pretend to preſcribe for their ailments, 


In a courſe of moderate HAS ſuppoſe a horſe wears a ſet of ſhoes every 
month, and that his employer was to pay an additional fixpence for the extra 
time required | in ſhoeing, I am fully perſuaded it would completely anſwer 
his purpoſe. 


Tux deviation from juſtneſs, and the untruth of that fide of the ſhoe. 
which goes next the foot, with its unequal bearings, are the - cauſes which 
| deſtroy all the flat- footed or oy ſter-footed horſes, . as I denominate them, faſter 
than they can poſſibly grow. It being out of the power of any number of nails 
to keep the ſhoe and foot together, ſo as not to admit of any action between 
them, the water and gravel ſo mingling between the foot and the ſhoe, grind 


the foot away where the friction 1 is greateſt, as if held At. the face of a 
grinding ſtone. . 0 | | 


In 
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Ix this ſituation the owner condemns the farrier for having pared away his 
horſe's. heels, you would be glad to add more foot, where it was wanting, if 
his {kill could extend fo far ; which, could he accompliſh, he would fave 
himſelf much trouble in convexing, vulgarly called boxing or hollowing the 
ſhoe, and that to a very great degree of untruth. When once the foot gets 
below its ſurface, it very rarely or ever recovers itſelf, whilſt at labour. 
The ſhoes in that caſe are to be taken off, and the horſe turned into his 
natural element, for a proper time, that he may recover his feet; or elſe 


ſome dextrous artiſt muſt be employed to- diſplay his {kill, judgment, aud 


ability. 


Tux great multiplicity of nails generally uſed making ſo many holes in the 


hoof, in a great meaſure, contributes to deſtroy it faſter than it can poſſibly 
grow. It is out of the power of any number of nails to reſiſt the greater 
preſſure of a horſe, and of the burden he carries, unleſs the ſhoe be made 
and fitted by a principle of truth. In ſuch caſes I recommend fix nails only 
for a ſlight laddle horſe, eight for a chaiſe horſe, and ten for a coach or 


cart horſe. 


5 


THESE nails are of a different conſtruction from the nails commonly uſed, 


one of them holding better than two of the common ſort. Theſe being made 
without any ſhoulder, I entitle them concave nails. They drive down in a. 


hole like a wedge, and are extremely well adapted to ſhoes that are thick on 
the outſide edge, with a counter ſunk hole. The horſe at the ſame time, by 
being made to wear theſe ſhoes, inſtead of treading on the convexity or 
inward edge of the ſhoe, by which means he 1s apt to ſtrain the nails, will be 
obliged to tread on the top of the head of the nail, ſo that there will not be 
the leaſt ſtreſs on the clinch of the nail. This will be the means of pre- 
ſerving the hoof, the 'fabric of the foot, which, like the foundation of a 
houſe, if not properly ſupported, mult totter and fall. The foot is preſerved 
by encouraging its growth, as has been already hinted, and- ſhould be =p 


cold and moiſt, inſtead of hot and dry. 
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Havins conſidered: the diſorders incident to the foot of a horſe, their 


cauſes, ſymptoms, and the ſeat in which they are lodged, with the effects 


they produce, I ſhall ſubjoin, as highly neceſſary, an enumeration of rg 
difterent parts of the foot, 


A nenen! feet are the extremities of the body, ſubſequent” to its ſupport 
and: motion, and a reception of muſcular inſertions, blood - veſſels, and nerves. 


Tux parts of the foot which particularly claim attention, and about which 
the moſt conſiderable branch of farriery is employed, are the following: 
The hoof, ſole, frog, heels, coronet, coffin bone, little paſtern joint, peri- 
oſtrium, ſuperior cartilages, cartilage of the coffin bone, cartilage of the little 
paſtern bone, the two cartilages of the heel bone, the annular ligament, 
the little paſtern, tranſyerſe ligament, upper and lower muſcles of the coffin- 
bone, tendon of the great extender, fat and mucilaginous glands, arteries, 


reins, and nerves. 


Tus learned differ in opinion with reſpe& to the matter of which the- 
horſe's hoof 1s formed, which bears a great ſimilitude to the nails of a man's. 
fingers, aud is deſigned by nature as a proper defence for the extremities. . 


HippocrRATvus ſuppoſed the hoof to be formed from. a glutinous matter, 
parched and dried by heat, after being driven to the extreme parts. Empedo- 
cles conceived the hoof to be made of the extremities of the nerves, and that, 
therefore, when thoſe drop off, it is a fign of the greateſt weakneſs. Ariſtotle 


is of opinion that the hoofs of beaſts are hardened and brought to perfection 


by the air. And that great anatomiſt, Columbus, thought the parts juſt 
mentioned, took their origin partly from the tendons. of the muſcles, which 
move the fingers and toes, and are encreaſed by the ſame manner as the teeth, . 


namely, by the, appoſition 'of the parts to the roots. 


Wi ru reſpect to the hoofs of horſes, Aatever⸗ may be the original matter 
out of which they are formed, their growth ſeems to be carried on by a con- 


tinual appoſition of the parts to the roots ſucceflively driving before them the 


parts 
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Parts that preceded. They are of an intermediate ſubſtance, between bone 
and griſtle. Not ſo hard as bone, for then they would be apt to ſnap and 
break; nor yet ſo ſoft as griſtle, as in that caſe they could not ſupport 
the weight of the body of a horſe, much leſs bear the fatigue of tra- 
velling, &c. &c. Under theſe important conſiderations, the all wiſe 
Diipoſer of Events has made them of a horny ſubſtance, devoid of any 
Feeling, which are firmly knit to the adjacent parts, and faſtened to the coffin 
bone by a ligament, which proceeds from their top or root, and is encom- 
paſſed in ſome meaſure by the ſkin. Underneath is ſituated many twigs of 
nerves and tendons of muſclez, which terminate at the bottom of the hoof 
or ſole of the foot. This is evinced in the pain which the animal feels 
on being pricked or wounded by a nail, or 3 being bruiſed through riding 
on hard roads. 


) 


In this deſcription of the feet I have endeavoured to adhere to brevity, 


uſefulneſs, and perſpicuity ; and have advanced nothing but what will, on a 
minute examination, be found to be ſtrictly true. | 


Having concluded my remarks on the ſymptoms, and moſt proper mode 
of cure, for all diſeaſes incident to horſes, I proceed to annex a liſt of ſuch 
medicines as I am induced to recommend, in the ſtrongeſt manner, from a 
- conviction of their utility, in a courſe of upwards of forty years practice. 


TRE FEVER POWDER. 


AKE equal parts of crude antimony and nitre, and having ſeparately 


1 reduced them to a powder, and afterwards well mixed them, by 
' a ipoonful at a time, in a crucible over a- charcoal fire, allow room for the 

exhalation of the fermentation to riſe. After you have put in whatever quan- 
| tity you have mixed, let it remain on the fire during the ſpace of twenty 
M2 . : minutes; 
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minutes; then take it off, and let it remain until it becomes quite cold. 
When you take the calk out of the crucible, you will find in the middle a 
regulaſs of antimony. This you muſt reduce into a fine powder, and take 
the ſame quantity of nitre, properly pulveriſed, then mix it in a warm 
mortar, and put it again into a erubible, by a ſpoonful at a time, on a ſtrong 
charcoal fire; then continue the proceſs as before; and when cool take it out 
of the pot, in which ſtate it is calk of antimony unwaſhed. This muſt be 
broke ſmall, and made very dry, to be levigated fit for uſe. To twelve 
ounces of this antimonial powder, add fix ounces of pulveriſed turmeric, 
and give three drachms for a draught, or two drachms for a bolus, made into a 
proper conſiſtency with honey, and teſtacious powder of oyſter-ſhell, and 
wrapped in fine filk paper, that it may be taken without waſte. - 


'THesE powders are to be given in a pint of warm water, with one ſpoonful 
of oatmeal. The doſe to be repeated every twelve hours.

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ON BLEEDING a HORSE. 


8 there is no operation performed upon a horſe that requires greater 
caution to be obſerved, than in that of bleeding, I here ſubjoin a few 
remarks, which, if properly attended to, will prove an excellent regulation 
for the conduct of farriers, in the propriety or impropriety of having recourſe 
to the lancet. 


* 


FirsSTLY, in inflammatory fevers, when the diaſtoler motion of the heart 


has experienced too great an increaſe, bleeding is abſolutely neceſſary, which 


may either be aſcertained by laying your hand on the ſhort ribs, near the 
elbow, by preſſing your finger on the bend of the inſide of the 8 or hock, 
or on the temple artery above the eye. 


BLEREDING ſhould likewiſe be adopted in inflammations in the bowels, liver, 
lungs, kidneys, bladder, abdominal muſcle, the brain, or any external part 


of the body, legs, or feet. 
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Ir is farther particularly requiſite when the . appears to ſettle i in that 
part which is vulgarly called the ſinking of the coffin joint, and which 1 
denominate a wet founder. In this relaxation of the parts, it will be neceſſary 
to repeat the operation every twenty- four hours, to a third or fourth time. 


In the ſleepy or mad ſtaggers, and in all convulſive caſes, the animal 
ſhould be bled, provided his blood he not in:a languid or ſtagnated ſtate, and 
then the operation mult be retarded until, by proper treatment. and exerciſe, 
you have brought on a free circulation, | 


BEFORE | diſmiſs this ſubject, I think it an indiſpenſable piece of duty to 
inform my readers, that many valuable animals are utterly ruined by the 
application of improper implements in the operation of bleeding. This 
remediable evil is occaſioned by ignorant and unſkilful operators adhering to a 
mode which, from its inhumanity, ſhould have been exploded theſe many 
ages. This ſpecies of cruelty is accompliſhed by the 'wooden-headed prac- - 
titioner making an inciſion into the poor animal, by means of a blunt inſtru- 
ment, denominated a fleam, which is ſtruck with a piece of wood filled with 
lead, called a blood ſtick, with that brutal vehemence as if he was Basen 


down an ox for ſlaughter. 


Ts deſtructive inſtrument, which cannot be reflected on but with pain, 
frequently wounds the blood veſſels in the greateſt degree; ſometimes by 
cutting them acroſs, and ſometimes by dividing them in two, which occaſions - 
them to rot, and deprives the blood ever afterwards from properly circulating. 
This is not only an irreparable injury to the animal, but. likewiſe a conſider- 
able lofs to the owner. 


Tuus having pointed out the diſeafe,. I ſhall proceed, with alacrity, to 
recommend an inſtrument, which, when adopted, will evince the world that 
there is no occaſion for farriers to continue practiſing a treatment, the 
cruelty of which I have ſufficiently explained above. This is a lancet of a 


_ peculiar conſtruQtion, with which I have practiſed theſe fifty years, and 
which 
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| which 3 is 3 to anſwer the moſt ſalutary purpoſes, without doing the 
owner ſo great a piece of injuſtice as to maim that animal which he has, in 
confidence of my abilities, placed under my inſpection to cure. Should this 
inſtrument become an article of general uſe, I ſhall have the ſatisfaction 
of lefſening that torment which it is criminal in the | Sroateſt degree to 


promote. 


On ROWELING a HORSE. 


E roweling a horſe is a ſimilar operation to that of iflues in human 
beings. It may therefore not improperly be called a drain, outlet, or 


aperture, which. draws away the humours by revulſion, and prevents any 


acid, aquious, ſharp tumours from affecting the animal in any of the external 
parts of the body. 


Having explained the nature of the operation, I ſhall now proceed to 
enumerate a variety of cauſes which, however fimple they may appear, will, 
if not checked in their progreſſion, frequently terminate in ſerious conſe- 
quences; and recommend ſuch treatment for each as I am conyaaced will, if 
attended to, be productive of the happieſt effects. 


| FinsSTLY, it is requiſite in violent bruiſes, das. and deſperate wounds, 
where the inflammation has moſt violently and rapidly encreaſed, to make a 
revulſion at as great a diſtance from the part affected as poſſible. A mode of 
treatment which will not fail to reduce the virulence of the inflammation, 
and conſequently tend greatly to accelerate the healing of the wound. 
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Sate r. Wheneyer the animal is affected with fruſhes, treat heelsz. 
dropſies, runnings, or any diſorders in the eyes, legs, or feet, that is attended 
with thoſe ſalt tumours which generally accompany the abovementioned 
complaints, it is effentially neceffary to apply a rowel, as the moſt infallible 
means of draining away ſuch inordinate humours. This treatment I call the 
doCtrine of prevention, as by taking the beſt method of conquering the - 
diſeaſe in its infancy, you to a certainty prevent a multiplicity of evils which: 

would otherwiſe unavoidably have occurred, had not the offenſive motbidt 
matter been thus early eradicated from the conſtitution. 1 


Tulinplr, Without roweling in ſurfeits, ſcrophulous ' and cancerous: 
tumours, cancer. in the feet, grapt heels, &c. &c the cauſe. cannot be 
removed, or the cure effectually completed. 


FounruLxv, Roweling is not requiſite in violent colds, ſtrangles, locked 
jaw, convulſions, putrid and inflammatory fevers, ſtaggers, jaundice, inflam- 
mations in the bowels, violent purgings, diabetes, detention of urine, and 
coſtive habits of body. Theſe numerous diſorders cannot be ſubdued without 
the aſſiſtance of ſuch powerful internal remedies as act againſt the cauſe, which 
muſt. conſequently be removed before the effects will ceaſe. 


FirTHLY, There is ſuch a critical niceneſs in putting in a rowel, that 
many valuable horſes have been killed through the unſkilfulneſs of the 
operator. This havoc has been affected with the old practice of roweling, 
with a knife, and through an unwillingneſs to deviate from ſo improper a 
mode of treatment frequently cutting through the cellular membrane, and 
ſeparating it from the fleſh, thus wounding him in a moſt dangerous degree. 
Inſtead of proceeding in the unſkilful manner of forcing into the wound a: 
ſtubborn hard piece of an old ſhoe, and ſtuffing up the aperture of it with 
pellets of tow, they fhould have treated it as the wound of a horſe that had 
Naked himſelf by ' leaping over a hedge, and dreffed it with that infallible 
medicine, the tincture of tar. The belly of the animal ſhould. be lapped 


up with plucked hay-bands, and a rugg _— to the affected part, and- 
| faſtened. 
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fuaſtened to the cloth that comes over the back, Tt ſhould likewiſe be 
fomented with ſpirits of wine or brandy, which, by being repeated every 
twenty-four hours, will ſoon bring on a ſuppuration, and prevent a mortifica- 
tion, which in general terminates in death.

| S8NSIBLE of the darigers to > which a horſe is expoſed, by roweling with a 
knife, I invented, upwards of thirty-eight years ago, a pair of ſciflars, 
which inſtrument may now be had at any of the cutlers in the market towns 
of England, and will prevent thoſe diſagreeable conſequences: which other- 
wiſe muſt unavoidably take Place. The waſte pieces of new leather, which 
are to. be obtained at an eaſy price at any of the curriers or leather cutters, 
ſhould always, | in this operation, be uſed inſtead of old, hard, dry leather. 
Theſe pieces ſhould likewiſe be ſoaked until they become ſoft, and hammered 
until the fleſh fide, which muſt be placed next the membrane, will lay 
ſmooth upon the. ſkin. This accompliſhed, it will lie on the wound with the 
greateſt pliability, and, whenever it is uſed, convince you it will neither be 
neceſſary to uſe it with either greaſe or turpentine, it poſſeſſing that drawing 
quality, which renders it extremely valuable in its uſe, without needing the 
expence of any additional medicine, . * 
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Ox THz PROPER APPLICATION or CAUSTICS. 


OTHING can be a more acceptable piece of intelligence to the unin- 
formed practitioner, than to be acquainted when it is neceflary to 
apply ſo dangerous and miſchievous a medicine as the cauſtic, and when it is 
abſolutely neceflary for them to be avoided, by their tending, if improperly 
applied, to encreaſe that danger they were evidently intended to diminiſh; 
To This information I have added a liſt of - thoſe cauſtics. that may be uſed 
SL P 2 with 
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with fubery; and thoſe which aught not by —_ means to fall into the hands 
of unſkilful practitioners. 


Fr Rs TL V, Among thoſe cauſtics that are of à dangerous tendency, is to be 
ranked arſenic, orpiment, and reſalger, which in ſuch diſorders as the fiſtula, 
pole evil, &c. may be uſed in any of the fleſhy parts. This medicine comes: | 
in practice ſo very * that its greateſt utility 1 is in — rats. 


Tn following Salle may be depended upon to act with the greateſt 
fafety and certainty, ſublimate mercury, red precipitate, lapis infernalis,, 
verdigreaſe, blue vitriol, ſoap lees, quick lime, gum euphorbium, oil of vitriol, 
aqua fortis, and ſpirits of nitre. Theſe medicines, provided you act with: 
diſcretion and moderation, ſo as not to let them adhere to the articulation of 
a joint, ſinew, muſcle, or any cartilaginous part, will be attended with the 
happieſt effects. But if this caution is not ſtrictly attended to, I will not by 


any means be anſwerable for the conſequences. that may accrue..

And the PERNICIovs CoNSEQUENCEs of DRINKING it at IMPROPER

LTHOUGH, in the whole courſe of my practice, I never knew a 
horſe die for want of water, yet, on the other hand, I have frequentlß 
been an eye witneſs of the deceaſe of many valuable animals, which has 


been occaſioned by their being ſuffered to drink too freely after hard labour, 


when the ſtomach and bowels are empty, the blood in an immoderate heat, 
and the body in a violent perſpiration. |

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Tan conſequence that attends the impropriety of ſuſſering the animal to 


drink cold water in the ſituation above deſeribed, is its cauſing a 9 


in the blood, which 1 in general terminates in death. 


In this ſtage of the buſineſs, he aſt be an admirable operator who can 
fave the poor beaſt from deſtruction; but as I have frequently accompliſhed 
this point, by the following treatment, it is with the greateſt pleaſuie I 
communicate it for the benefit of my ſucceſſors. 


ADMINISTER in one pint of madeira. or mountain wine, made blood warm, 
two drachms of pepper, two drachms of ginger, one ounce of ſpirits of 
hartſhorn, one ounce of tincture of aſſifœtida, and one ounce of liquid lau- 
danum. Theſe ingredients muſt be depoſited in two bottles of the above 
wine, and taken within the ſpace of an hour at fartheſt. —Should. the appli- 

cation not give relief, repeat the doſe at the diſtance of every half hour, 
until the animal be properly recovered. —But between each of theſe draughts, 
the patient ſhould be given two bottles of water gruel, m order to carry the 
medicine out of the ſtomach, and force the blood to circulate freely, by means. 


of a powerful perſpiration. 


Tx ſucceſs that has ever attended this mode of treatment, may be treated 
with levity by the incredible part of mankind, but while thoſe who have 
been benefited by it, continue to acknowledge that their horſes. have been 
preſerved by its adminiſtration, in a moſt miraculous manner, I have no 
doubt but their teſtimony will eſtabliſh its virtue in every part of the 


univerſe. 


Honszs being ſuffered' to drink upon the road, in a current of water, is a 
certain method of foundering them, and of exfoliating their hoofs, at the 
imminent hazard of their lives. The blood being thus ſuddenly chilled, cauſes 
a ſtagnation at the extremities, brings on an inflammatory fever, and, if not 
expelled, muſt occaſion a ſeparation of the external parts. This is, in other 
words, the membranous parts, inen the covering of the coffin bone, 


; which: 
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Which conveys ; the blood to the extremities, being divided from the hoofs and 
ſoal, which ſhould, on the contrary, act as a guard to the membrane, from 
being ſituated at the extremities of the tendons, blood veſſels, and nerves. 


Ox BLISTERING a HORSE. 
LISTERING being a moſt ' 1 ſtimulative, ſhould always be 
applied in relaxations, when the part wants that communicative warmth, 
and that ſtrengthening and invigorating aſſiſtance, which is alone capable of 
enriching the juices, quickening the circulation of the blood, and of reco- 
vering that elaſtic action which the poor animal has been deprived of, through 
the ignorance and brutality of an untutored and injudicious operator. 


Tuts operation ſhould likewiſe be performed in all contractions, ſtiffneſſes, 
and where callous ſubſtances are formed, in order to liberate the parts, and 
conſequently to recover that elaſtic action which confirms the patient to be in 


a good ſtate of health. 


Tus mode of treatment is undoubtedly the moſt infallible that can poſſibly 
be adopted, for reducing thoſe excreſcenſes and caloſities which form between 
the hyde and fleſhy pannicle, and that of the membrane.—Theſe exuberances, 
Which are the occaſion of the diſorder, being removed, the bad effects, which 
in a different treatment muſt ſtill exiſt, muſt ſpeedily terminate. 


Having thus enumerated the different caſes in which the operation of 
bliſtering is eſſentially neceſſary to be performed, I ſhall now, in as Conciſe a 
manner as poſſible, add a liſt of thoſe diſorders in which it would moſt pro- 


ably be attended with unwiſhed for conſequences,

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Tx all inflammations, tumours in any part of the legs, head, or body, 
fetlock, bend of the knee, and bend of the hough, it would be attended with 
a ſchirrous ſcrophula, which, to recover to its priſtine ſtate, would be a taſk: 
that could not be accompliſhed without infinite trouble and perſeverance. 


On FIRING a HORSE. 


IRING is effentially neceſſary in all weaknefles and relaxations in any 
1 part of the legs, body, and head, and 1s an operation which I have 
performed, during upwards of twenty years, with the greateſt ſucceſs, for 
diſorders of the eyes. 


By judiciouſly placing the actual cautery upon the temple artery, this 
practice will ſucceed nine times out of ten, provided the eye is not too much 
impaired before the operation is performed. A common charge muſt then be 
applied upon the firing, and the ſame into the hollow of the eye, in order to 
warm and cheriſh the mucilaginous fat, ſtrengthen and invigorate the optic 
nerve, increaſe the vetrious humour, and clear the tranſparency of the eryſ- 
talline humour.

 ANDAGES are extremely proper to be applied to any part that is relaxed 
by ſtrains, bruiſes, or any other cauſe. Theſe ſhould be made of the 
bead ends of broad cloth, and tacked to the part with a needle and thread.. 


15 caſes of broken bones, particularly legs, ſtrong RAR ban as, with. 
holes perforated on both. ſides, ſhould be laced on the part, after it is 
placed in a proper poſition, lt. is abſolutely neceſſary to invariably purſue 
this advice in the above caſes, in order to prevent the circulation of the 
blood from being impeded, a circumſtance which would totally prevent 
the bandages from having the deſired effect. This faithfully obſerved, the 
ſtrengthening charge muſt be applied, and the canvas bandage carefully diſ- 
poſed, Afterwards the leather bandage muſt be laced on with a leather thong, 
and the horſe kept in a looſe place, well littered, that he may lie Gown at 


pleaſure, and move at his own diſcretion, 


In complaints in the other parts of the body, ſuch as the ſtifle Joint, or a 
fracture on the blade bone or point of the ſhoulder, the ligature bandage 
may be applied with the greateſt probability of ſucceſs. The method of 


fixing the ligature bandage, is, by placing two ſkewers through the ſkin,

above the fractured part, and in a ſimilar form to a ſeton, thus —— Ten 


or twelve yards of beggars tape ſhould then be bound around the circumference 
of the croſs, and athwart the bars, to contract the ſkin. Then ſpread. equal 
parts of black pitch, roſin, and burgundy pitch over the bandage, to effectu- 
ally bind the whole together, and ſuffer it to remain until it drops off. 
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Tux ſame weativone muſt likewiſe be obſerved in other parts of the body, 
when it is impoſſible to ſtop an artery or blood veſſel, with this only 
difference, that two long packing needles muſt be placed acroſs, and a ball of 
pack-thread, well waxed with ſhoemaker's wax, bound around and over them, 
in a ſimilar manner to the above deſcription. It muſt concluſively be covered 
with ſome ſhoemaker's wax melted, in order to confine it properly together. 
This practice will always ſucceed in the above-mentioned caſes.

HIS diſeaſe requires no other remedy than to prick the firſt bar of 
the mouth, in three or four places, which will effectually remove the 
cauſe, and facilitate the growth of the teeth to their proper perfection.

ON THz PROPRIETY or TURNING HORSES To GRASS. 


HE following curſory cautions and obſervations, being ſanctioned by 
experience, I hope my readers will regard them with particular 
attention. 

FirsTLY, I, on bleeding the horſe, you find his blood in a putrid ſtate, 
he muſt neither be permitted to go to graſs, or feed on green food. Such 
diet never failing to cool the body, and chill the blood, independent of its 
generally bringing on a lentor, and occaſioning obſtructions in the external 
parts, which too frequently terminate in a diſeaſe called the farcy. Thus, 
for want of a little foreſight in inſpecting the blood of the animal, he is 
liable to eat his death; while his maſter thinks, that in gratifying his favou- 
rite's appetite, he is contributing, by the beſt means in his power, to his 
ſpeedy return to health. 


Taz 
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Fux life of every animal that is in the above ſtate is held upon a 
very precarious tenure, ſince, if the blood or habit of the body be hot entirely 
changed, by a proper regimen, his diſſolution muſt almoſt immediately take 
place. The blood being poiſoned in this extraordinary manner, is in a great 
meaſure owing to the horſes head remaining in a depending poſition, by 
which means the inflammation enters in the eyes, and frequently ter- 
minates in blindneſs, and ſometimes in a violent cold, which occaſions a 
broken wind, occurrences that cannot fail of proving highly injurious to 


the horſe.
